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THAW JURY STILL OUT 


After Twelve Hours Are Locked 
Up by Judge’s Order. 


Disagreement Now Looked For—Jus- 
tice Dowling’s Summing Up Was 
Slightly In Favor of Insanity Plea 
—Prisoner Sat Up Late and Was 
Disconsolate—Jury Have Choice of 
Four Verdicts. 
New York, Feb. 1.—After waiting for 
nearly +12 hours for the jury in the 
Thaw case to report, Justice Dowling 


shortly after 11 o'clock Iast night or- 
dered the doors of the jury roojn lock- 


-ed for the night and adjourned court 


until 10.30 a.m. to<iay, when he will 
isear any report they have to make. 
The rumor perfsisted throughout the 
evening that the jurors were hopeless- 
iy divided—eight to four. Mr. Little- 
ton of the defence expressed the be- 
lief that the majority favored a ver- 
dict of not guilty on the groun®of in- 
sanity and when he left for his home 
was still hopeful that a decision even- 
tually would be reached. 
District Attorney Jerome said: *‘No- 
body can tell what a jury will do, so 
what is the use of speculating.” 
Thaw Disconsolate. 
Thaw retired disconsolately ‘to his 
cell in the Tombs. He expressed the 
fear that a third trial would be ne- 
cessary. This was the general opin- 
ion held by the court attaches. The 
attorneys in the case all were deeply 
disappointed by the trend of affairs 
as everyone hed hoped that some de- 
tinite conclusion might this time be 
reached. 
Mr. Jerome would not discuss the 
probability of a third trial, but said 
if there was one it might be in some 
other jurisdiction of the state than 
New York County. 
Aitr the jury went silently to din- 
ner and returned, the guards at the 
doors heard no sounds of arguments 
from the jury room. The jury called 
for all the exhibits in the czse before 
it retired, and is evidently determin- 
ed to reach its verdict without asking 
for information or further instructions 
from the court. 


Prisoner Sat Uo Late. 


Harry Thaw sat up late in his cell 
in the Tombs, hoping to hear some 
encouraging word, but his attorneys 
could offer him no hope of anything 
better than another disagreement. 
Martin W. Littleton, the’ chief coun- 
sel for the defence, insisted late lust 
night that Ihe*was still of the opinion 
that n favornble verdict. would be 
reached, but his associates were sure 
there would be no decision. 

Mrs. Evelyn Nesbitt Thaw remain- 
ed at the criminal courts building 
waiting for the jury to come ing but 
Mrs. Wiliam Thaw, the mother, and 
Mrs. Carnecie, the sister of the defen- 
dant, went home at noon, after hav- 
ing listened to Justice Dowling’s 
charge. A large crowd remained in 
the court-house corridors, anxious to 
witness the closing scenes of the not- 
ed trial. 

Justice Opens the Charge. 

In opening his charge, Justice 
Dowling impressed upon the jury the 
responsibility which was theirs, tell- 
ing*them that they should bear in 
mind that upon their verdict depend- 
ed the life or liberty of the prisoner. 

“Your verdict must not be influ- 
enced by any matter outside the re- 
cord,” said he.. “Neither passion nor 
sympathy should sway you in your 
deliberations. You must not specu- 
late or guess as to matters in evi- 
dence here, but must decide the issue 
solelysupon your calm, dispassionate 
judgment a3 to the weight, credibility 
and meaning of the testimony. Nor 
are you concerned with the punish- 
ment which may follow a verdict of 
guilty at your hands. Your sole func- 
tion is to determine if any crime has 
been committed, its grades, and leav 
the question of penalty to those re 
sponsible for its imposition.” 

The district attorney must prove 
every material element in his case. 
It was for the jurors themselves to 
judge of the credibility of witnesses, 
and Justice Dowling referred to the 
so-called Hummel affidavit.

The best way of excluding rats from 
buildings, whether in the city or coun- 
try, is by the use of cement In con- 
struction. As the advantages of this 
material are coming to be generally 
understood Its use Is rapidly extend- 
ing to all kinds of building. Dwellings, 
dairies, barns, stables, chicken houses, 
Icehouses, bridges, dams, silos, tanks, 
cisterns, root cellars, hotbeds, side 
walks and curbs are now often made 


welling houses the additional cost of 
making the foundations’ rat proof 1s 
slight as compared with the advan- 
tages. The cellar walls should have 
concrete footings and the walls them- 
Selves be Iald in cement mortar. The 
cellar floor should be of “medium” 
rather than “lean” concrete, and all 
water and drain pipes should be sur- 
Founded with concrete. Even an old 
cellar may be made rat proof at coia- 
paratively small expense. Hat holes

WINTER SHOEING. — 


High Calks = Frequent Source of Lame- 
ness tn Horses. 
By WILLIAM DICKSON,: Vv. & 

In the winter shoeing of the borse iv 
many sections of the country the shoe 
is required to discharge a double duty 
in the' case of all classes of horses—to 
afford foothold as well as guani 
against undue wear. The common pat- 
term of shoes, fashioned with toe anid 
heel catkins, or enlks, faulty though it 
be, is probably the one that best sults 
the requirements of the case. 

It should, however, never be lost 
sight of that the shorter, sharper and 
smaller the calkins are’so long as they 
answer thelr purpose the better for 
the foot that wears them. It Is only” 
from that portion of the catch which 
enters the ground surface that the 
horse derives any benefit in the shape 
of foothold, Long calkins which: do 
not penctrate the hard, uneven ground 
are so many levers to compel the anl- 
mal to ring his feet, mck his Umbs 
and inflict untold tortures on himself. 

T am of opinion that the presence of 
navicular disease, a dire malady from 
which horses used in agricultural ta-

sistently stood for British  conservat- 
ism and, backing by dogmatic utter- 
ances its serious view of everything, 
including itself, fairly earned its title 
of “the Thunderer.”” 

With the first rumor of its sale it 
was) generally “believed that the pur- 

t was Lord Northcliffe, for it 
had‘ been understood that for along 
time he had been anxious for the own- 
qqabip of The Times. Report has it 
that he offered $5,000,000 for the pro- 
Perty.in 1897 and that his offer was 
scornfully refused by the Walter 


family. 

The Times was founded in 1785- by 
John Walter. a bookseller and pub- 
lisher at Charing Cross, but it was 
first known as The Daily Universal 
Register. The title in 1788 became 
The Times and Daily Universal Regis- 
ter, and" in a short time the double 
title became The Times. When John 
Walter, the founder, died in 1812, The 
Times was firmly established as the 
leading newspaper of the day. The 
next owner was John A. Walter. He 
improved the paper freatly and intro- 
ducedsstgam printing presses in 1814. 

For ‘years and years The Times 
continued to grow in importance and 
increase in prosperity. Its enterprise 
astohished the. world. Its influence 
was potent wherevér it chose to exer- 
cise it, its criticisms tremendously 
feared. 

An instance of it3 power was given 
during the Crimean war, when Dr. 
William) Howard Russell; who bad 
been sent to the front, so sharply criti. 
cized the mismanagement of the Brit- 
ish campaign and was so stoutly back- 
ed up by his paper that a great sen- 
sation was caused throughout the 
country. In those days, when the 
pore was under the editorship of Col. 
Delane, it-was said that The Times 
could make peace or war at will. . 

An example of The Times’ success 
in procuring news ahead of all its 
competitors was exhibited in its pub- 
lication of the Berlin treaty in 1877. 
Henri Georges Stephen de Blowitz was 
the Paris correspondent of The Times 
and was sent to Berlin specially to 
veport the Berlin congress, in which 
Bismarck. Disracli, Lord Salisbury 
and M. Thiers took part. On his ar- 
rival at the Berlin’capital M. Blowitz 
put‘up at the Hotel Kaiserhof, on 
the Unter den Linden, and struck 
un a friendship with the sccretary of 
M. Thiers, 

He made arrangements with him 
that the secretary should drop a note 
into his hat every day on leaving the 
congress, stating what had been done, 
This was cleverly managed by Blowitz 
taking the secretary’s hat, who in re- 
turn took Blowitz’s. Br this means 
and the help of a diplomat, whose 
name he would: never divulre, the as- 
tute correspondent obtained the text 
of the whole sixty-four articles and 
then only wanted. the preamble to 
tmake a copy of the treaty correct. 

He went to M. Thiers and said that 
he had all the treaty except the pre- 
amble and asked the Minister to fav- 
or him with a copy of it. M. Thiers 
refused to do this, but said that’ he 
would recite it for him, which he did 
in a stow, distinct voice. and Blowitz 
rushed home with it in his head and 
wrote the preamble without mistake. 
As he could not-send the treaty by 


telegram from Germany, De Blowitz’ i 


hired a special train to go to Brussels, 
where’ he filed his long dispatch * to 
Tondon. It was published in The 
Times on the morging that the treaty 
was signed in Berlin. 

There was no interruption to The 
Times’ successful career until the time 
of the Parnell letters. It was. after 
the defeat of Gladstone’s home nile 
bill in 1886 that The Times published. 
a) series of articles under the heading 
of “Parnellism and Crime,” which 
contained ‘letters in:facaimile purport- 
ing to have been written by Charles 
Parnell" und seeming l¥ Proving his

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Timber Lands Worth Millions Al 
But Given Away. 


Favorites Get Empires For a Mere 
Song—Charges Against the Laurier 
Government — Opposition Demand 
an Investigation—Tenders Are Sus- 
picious—Mr. Pringle Explains His 
Remarks About the Banks. 


Ottawa, Feb. 1.—The debate on Mr. 
Lake’s motion for an investigation 
into the alienation of public lands: 
since 1898 was continued in the 
House yesterday. 

Mr. Perley (Conservative, Argen- 
teuil) commented upon the silence 0% 
the ters. He congratulated the 
Government upon having accepted the 
advice of Conservatives for the im- 
plosensene, of timber limit regulations.

Mr. Perley next dealt with a sacri- 
fice of large timber limits near the 
Paso, on the Saskatchewan. The Gov- 
ernment put up the whole 125 square 
miles there at once, offering it in the 
dead of winter, and giving only thirty- 
eight days for exploration—an utter 
impossibility. The limit fell into the 
hands of ae Saskatchewan Lumber 
Co. for $13,165, and the company held 
it now at $375,000. 

Vast Areas For a Trifle. 

But a still worse case was the gob- 
bling up of 500 square miles in the 
country beyond Prince Albert, where 
for years saw mills had been doing 
gaod work. In January, 1903, the 
Government offered the selection of 
500 miles out of an area of 69,000 
square miles, giving only thirty-cight 
days in which to explore and esti- 
mate that immense tract, and that 
Nobody could 
make an intelligent bid ynder such 
conditions, unlesa he had previous 
knowledge. The very terms of the ad- 
vertisement itself cast suspicion upon 
the transaction. A man could not 
travel from Ottawa to the confines 
of the district and back in thirty- 
eight days. The first choice of 250 
square miles-went to the Big~ River 
Lumber Co. for $5,000; the second 
choice went to a Winnipeg lawyer 
(whether he was connected or. not 
with the Big River Co. did not ap- 
pear) for $1,000, or $6,000 for 500 
square milts that was now said to 
be worth $500,000. Nor was this all, 
the purchasers were given five. years 
in which to make selection tand ‘sur- 
voy, thus locking up the whole 60,000 
square miles for that period of time 
Surely there was some sinister influ- 
ence at work that caused the Gov- 
ernment to offer such immense tracts 
xv many years in advance of require- 
ments. It was also to be borne in 
mind that the timber in that country 
mostly grew in clumps, thus giving 
the person having the privileze of 
sel-ction to pick out all the best tim- 
ber in the country, 

Awarded to the Bidders. 

Continuing, Mr. Perley quoted Mr. 
Sifton’a explanation of regulations in 
the session of 1906, when the Min- 
ister said that the advertisement was 
inserted once in a paper in the local- 
ity, and printed slips distributed, 
that tenders were opened in the In- 
terior Department by the commission. 
er of etl generally alone, but some- 
times in the presence of another offi- 
cial, and then awarded the limit to 
the highest bidder. 

“Who.” asked Mr. Lalor, “was the 
Dominion lands commissioner at that 
time?”

DUBLIN JEWEL ROBBERY. 


Report to Parliament—Sir 
Vicars Susnendsd. 


London, Fel. 1.—The report of the 
commission which has been investi- 
gating the disappearance last summer 
from Dublin Castle of jewels valued 
at $250,000, belonging to the regalia 
of the Order Gf St. Patrick, was pre- 
sented to Parliament yesterday. It 
finds that the safe frem which the 
jewels were taken must have been 
opened by a key and coneludes with 
these words: “We cannot acquit Sir 
Arthur Edward Vicars of want of 
proper care in his custody of the keys 
of the safe.”* 

Sir Arthur is Ulster king-at-arms, 
and he was custodian of the jewels. 
It is reported in Dublin that the chief 
secretary for Ireland, Augustine Bir- 
rell, has given directions that Sir Ar- 
thur be suspended from office. 

Successor Anpointed. 

Dublin, Feb. 1.—The Gazette yester- 
day announces the appointment of 
Capt. Neville Wilkinson to succeed 
Sir Arthur Edward Vicars as Ulster 
king-of-arms. Sir Arthur has issued 
an appeal to all Irishmen to support 
his demand for a public enquiry into 
all of the circumstances attending the 
loss of the regalia jewels.

Lisbon, Feb. 3.—King Carlos of 
Portugal and the Crown Prince Luiz 
Phillippe, were assassinated on Satur- 
day afternoon, and the city is in a 
state of uproar. 

The King’s second son, the infant 
Manuel, was slightly wounded, but 
Queen Amelie, who strove to save the 
crown prince’s life by throwing her- 
self upon him, was unhurt. 

A of men, waiting at the cor- 
ner of the Praco do Commercio and 
the Rua do Arsenal, suddenly sprang 
towards the m carriage, in ‘which 
the royal family were driving to the 
palace, and leveling carbines, which 
they had concealed upon them, fired. 

The King and crown princé, upon 
whom the attack was directed, were 
each shot three times and they lived 
only long enough to be carried to the

“He that winncth souls is 
wise,” or, to put this truism in an- 
other way, Solomon is saying, “No 
matter what 2 man may be accom- 
plishing, if he is not a soul winner 
for-Christ he is missing the greatest 
opportumity of his life.” 

And this assertion is the more amaz- 
ing because we find it in the book of 
Proverbs. Of all the writers of the 
two Testaments there is not one who 
represents worldly wisdom in its clear- 
est type as did King Solomon. A man 
may not believe in the rest of the Bi- 
Ule, but he must believe the truth of 
most of these proverbs. Indeed, it has 
been asserted that Solomon could not 
have written the book of Proverbs, but 
must have collected the proverbs of 
many landa and combined them in 
one book. And yet right in the midst 
of those invaluable nuggets of worldly 
advice he wrote these wordgfof my 
text: “He that winncth souls fs wise.” 
Let us study for a little while why the 
occupation of soul winning is the 
greatest and the most important and 
the happiest business in which any 
man can engage. 

In the first place, when a Christian 
wins a soul for Christ he deals with 
the only part of a man that is immor- 
tal. He deals with the only part of a 
man that will never die. The soul is 
that unweighable, unanalyzable some- 
thing in the human body which dwells 
in the flesh, but which springs out of 
the flesh when that flesh dies, And 
then, taking upon itself the piniona of 
immortality, it fies away to another 
realm, another world, another place of 
existence, where it lives and continues 
to live aftér the worlds themselves 
= be no more. The soul will never 

ie, 

Now, if the soul is the only part of 
man that is going to live on through 
the coming ages the wisest act of our 
lives must be to put the chfef empha- 
ais of our work upon that 
which alone has immo 
surely are not going to expend all 
your energies of mind upon the phys- 
cal body, which at most can live only 
a few years, while the sou! is going to 
live forever. You may say you love 

ly. and so you do. But you 
merely love the body because the soul 
is in it.

So I put 
the question to you. Do you desire to 
make the most out of your life? What, 
O man, is to be your life’s work?. How 
shall you get the maximum of return 
for your labors? Do you not see how 
this text rises and spreads until at 
last it girdles the earth and girdles 
the heavens and girdles the eternities? 
“He that winneth souls is wise.” 
But these words of my text are sig- 
nificant for another reason. Soul win- 
ning is not only the greatest of all 
work, but it is also the most rational. 
Our Lord God is not unreasonable nor 
does he require of us more than we 
ean do, but he says: “Go forth in this 
tnighty work of soul saving I 
will be with thee. I will give thee 
divine power, and 1 will work through 
thee as I worked through the great 
soul winners 6f olden times.” Paul 
expresses my meaning in words more 
powerful than any living man could 
rame. He maps out a great evangel- 
istic campaign for Christ. He maps 
; out a great religious campaign that 
{from a human standpoint appears 
j that of a crank or a fool. From the 
! human standpoint Paul seems to be 
i the wildest of fanatics but for one 
reason. He says: “In my own power 
, I can do nothing, but in the-divine 
j power I can do everything. I can do

| all things through Christ, which 
strengtheneth me.” In other words, 
| he believed that God would re-enforce 


him, as he will us, with divine power 
in the great work of saving a soul. 
Ah, this is a blessed, a mighty en- 
couragement! I do not feel we have a 
right to speak the words of my text 
unless at the same time we do it in 
the spirit and confidence of Paul. Con- 
sider what it is that we have to do. 
We have to wrestle with Satan for his 
prey. I do not care whether you call 
the evil spint sin or Satan or the 
devil; it is all one and the same. No 
sooner is a child born than the evil 
spirit goes to that cradle and says: “I 
will hover over this child. I will fol- 
low him step by step.. J will study his 
ancestors to find out their moral weak- 
nesses. J will offer him the form of- 
temptation which is best suited to his 
taste. Then I will say: ‘‘Drink, friend. 
Drink. Drink until your temporal life 
is embittered and your soul is poi-

: first, to asphyxia; second, to shock, 
j and, third, to septicaemia. 
The medical man seldom gets to the 
case In time to treat the first condl-

; eral condition, while the whole success 


in preventing the third depends upon 
the immediate local treatment. It is 
therefore the last condition which must 
be considered here. Among the public 
it fs a generally accepted idea that the 
thing to do In the case of a burn Is to 
dust flour over it or to cover it with 
oll, and, indeed, even In some compar- 
atively late text books on surgery a 
mixture known as “Carron oil” ds ad- 
vocated. 

The use of such applications cannot 
be too strongly depreceted, and, indecd, 
If the lay mind could be taught that 
the best thing to put on a burn before 
the doctor Js called }s 2 hot compress, 
which ‘should>“contain” some, boracic 
acid if there Is any, in:the house, it is

Instead, take a teacupful 
of flour, two heaping teaspoonfuls of 
iLaking powder, a scant teacupful of 
lard and enough warm milk or water 
to make a sticky dough; work this In 
with the other dough; rol] flat and cut 
Into the Mhape of biscuits, Then. bake 
quickly. The result will be a lot of 
biscults so nice and MHzht that every- 
body will agree that they are superior 
to the ordinary soda or baking powder 
variety. The proportions given will 
be found sufficient if there was not 
more than a quart of flour used In 
making tho first dough. -

VERDICT NOT GUILTY 


Jury Find Thaw Was Insans at 
Time of Murder. 





Verdict After Being Out 25 Hours— 
Justice Dowling Commitied Pris- 
ener to Asylum — Thaw Grecte? 
With Cheers on Leavinz For Mat- 
teawan—Commission Now Like!y— 
Result Generally Approved. 


New York, Feb. 3.—Adjudged no 
guilty of the murder of Stanford 


White by reason of insanity at the 
time of the fatal shots were fired. 
Harry Kendall Thaw on Saturday was 
held by the court to be a dangerous 
lunatic and was whirled away to the 
insane 
at Matteawan. 

It was a quick transition from the 
dingy little cell in the Tombs which 
had been the young man’s hone for 
more than eighteen months, to the 
white bedded wards of the big asylum. 
tucked away on the snow-covered 
sloping banks of tho Hudson River 
fifty miles above the city. 

he verdict came after twenty-five 
hours of widiting, and when every one 
connected with the case hed aban- 
doned all hope of agreement ever be- 
ing reached in this or any cther 
trial. 

Four hours afte? the foreman’s lips 
had framed the words “‘not guilty.” 
with the accompenying insanity 
clause, Thaw, protesting he was sane, 
was on his way to Matteawan. A 
little after nightfall he had been re- 
ceived in the institution under com- 
mitment papers which directed his 
detentiqn “until discharged by. due 
course of law.”* 

The first thrill of the words of ac- 
quittal brought Thaw to his feet in 
the court room and with that lack of 
grace of action which always has 
characterized his movement, _awk- 
wardly, al:nost -hurriedly bowed his 
acknowledgments to the twelve jury- 
men as’ they were discharged by the 
court, 

A smile played about his pallid fea- 
tures ond there was every reason to 
believe that he wes entirely pleased 
with the outcome. It was after he 
had heard the words of Justice Dowl- 
ing committing him to Matteawanon 
the ground that his release, in the 
opinion of the court, would endanger 
the publiesafety, and after the ela- 
tion of the verdict hed died away, 
Thaw rebelled. ; 

He commanded his attorneys im- 
mediately to suc out a writ of habeas 
corpus to heve his sanity tested be- 
fore he was sent away to the up-tate 
institution, where the insane of crim- 
inal tendencies were confined, 

Mrs. Wm. Thaw, from her hotel, 
where she had reccived over the tele- 
hone the newa of the trial’s end, 
oined in the demand of her son. 

Martin W. Litticton, whose conduct 
of the case as chief counsel for the 
defence had won so much invorable 
comment, finelly prevailed ageinst 
the wishes of the mother, indicating 
to her that he believed it would be 
better for the present to obey the 
mandate of the court. i 

Under promise that some action 
speedily would be taken looking to 
the rppointment of a commission to 
enqui’e into his present sanity, or 
for Isis transfer to a private institu- 
tion, where his wife and other mem- 
bers of his family might ‘reside with 
him, ‘Thaw consented to go without

He has con- 
tendet from the first that Thaw was 
medically, if not legally, insane, and 
his efforts this year had plainly not 
been directed toward a verdict of 
murder in the firet degree.. 

Mr. Jerome congratulated Mr. 


Littleton, and both counsel and Jary 
joined in congratulating Justice Vic- 
tor J. Dowling, who presided at the 
trial with so niuch satisfaction to 
both sides. The jurymen expressed 
their thanks to tho judge for his 
kindly interest in All matters aoffect- 
ing their comfort, and declared it had 
been a pleasure to serve under such 
actair-minded, just and considerate 
jurist. The proceedings in the court- 
room were brief and. business-like, and 
at no time was there the semblance 
of a dramatic effort.

Hazelhurst, Miss., Feb. 3,—More 
than ‘a score of_persona were killed 
and nearly twice that number “were 
injured in Friday’s tornado, accord- 
ing to latest reports. Relief partics 
were sent out yesterday. Amo: 
those hurt are Samuel Nichols 
Robert Middleton, farmers. They were 
fatally hurt, and members’ of their 
families were also hurt. All streams 
are swollen, and the country roads 
are strewn with fallen, trees. 





A rough estimate of the propert: 
{ loss places the damage at Seed 4 
quarter of a million. It was learned 
that Georgetown, where several bujld- 
ings were last reported to have been 
wrecked, wns entirely wiped off the 
map. No one at Georegtown is re- 
ported killed, but many were injured. 

Halifax, N. S., Feb. 3.—The worst 

; Storm in years swept over Halifax 
and other parts of Nova Scotia Sat- 
| urday night. — There was wholesale 
destruction along the water front, and 
telephone and telegraph lines were 
levelled so that communication along 
the const and other parts of the pro- 
vince is cut off. 

; Several schooners in the‘ harbor 
| were driven ashore, and the Govern- 
; ment quarantine steamer Argus was 
| forced from her moorings and driven 
ashore on the Dartmouth side of the 
harbor. 

The homeward bound mail steamer 
Grampian, with passengers, which 
wns to have sailed, was forced to re- 
main in port until yesterday morn- 
ing. The wind blew 60 miles an hour, 
and was accompanied by a blizzard 
of snow. At midnight this turned to 
rain, which fell in torrents. Accom- 

| panying the snow, rain and wind was 
\ a territic electrical storm. 

Lightning struck the 125-foot chim- 

ney of the Nova Scotia Insane Hos- 

} pital at two o'clock and tore out forty 
; tons of bricks from its outer cover- 
ings. Some of the debris fell through 
| @ window into onc of the rooms, and 
‘a seamstress was injured slightly. _ 

The lightning disarranged the elec- 
tric light service, and for hours the 
hospital was in darkness. Debris 
from the chimney crashed through 
the roof of the ‘engine-house, badly 
injuring the engineer and machinery. 

' The Storm at St. John. 

St. John, N. B., Feb, 3.—Enormous 
damage was done by terrific storm 
which raged here Satdrday night and 
yesterday morning. Reports received 
from Bay of Fundy ports indicate 
that shipping suffered to a great ex- 
tent. 

At St. Martins a large breakwater 
was badly damaged, and at Dipper 
Harbor, Highway Bridge was swept 
from its piers, the wharves destroyed 
and fishermen’s houses blown down. 
“Nets and trapa were swept to sea, en- 
tailing a great loss to fishermen, many 
of whom are left in pitiable circum- 
stances. : 

In St. John harbor, shipping had 1 
strenuous night. Schooners were torn 
from_ their moorings and several 
wharves were badly Wamaged. The 
C. P. R. steamer Empress of Britain 
parted some lines and pany swung 
nround in the stream. She was moor- 
vd, however, before being damaged. 
Great uneasiness is felt here for coast- 
al schooners bound for this port.

Or- 
ainarily this gives no trouble, except 
; that It may be quite tender for a few 
+ days. The effused serum or blood Is 
sooner or Jater absorbed, and the bump 
becomes a ¢hing of the past. 
~ In some cases the fuld becomes full 
of pus owing to the Inflammation of 
! the brulsed tissues. This kind of 2 
i wound must be opened and the mat- 
ter washed out, otherwise It my bur- 
row quite a disfance along the skull 
! and possibly result In the destruction 
of some of the bone, 

An ordinary brulse of the scalp does 
not call for much attention, If the 
swelling Is considerable the scalp and 
hair should be thoroughly washed, and 
then a lotion should be applied of boric 
neld dissolved in cologne water or a 
wash of witch hazel. If the hair is 
very thinf it had better be cut short 
over the bruise, so that the lotion can 
more readily reach the part 1f the suf- 
ferer Is a boy, but if a girl the lo- 
tion will have to reach the spot as 
best It can.

When the scalp Is cut or torn the 
matter Is more grave, both In Its pres- 
ent stste and its possible consequences, 
and bad better be left to the doctor 
to treat, A blow hard enough to tear 
the scalp may have been of sufficient 
force to crack the skull, and even if 
the bone Is Intact—and the fracture 
may occur In another part of the skull 
from that struck through -the opera- 
tion of what surgeons call contrecoup 
or a “counterblow”’—the scalp may 
| become inflamed dnd slough away, 
leaving the bone denuded, so that it 
may lose its vitality and give rise to 
trouble calling. for surgical interfer- 
ence, or It may become the seat of an 
erysipelas, At any rate, the wound 
will neel washing and possibly a few 
atltches to bring the cut edges togeth- 
er.

Frank Eglanton is missing. and is be- 
lieved to be in the ruins. The mone- 
tary loss is estinmted at $200,000. _ 

The firemen fought the flames in 
the bitter cold which froze water. in 
the standpipes and made the pressure 
inadequate to confine the dre to the 
third floor, where it started. The 
injured were found lying beneath the 
ruins in pools of fast freezing water. 

The building was occupied by Bald- 
win,. Woodward & Co.; Kibbe, Chaf- 
fee & Morehouse Co.; The Charles C 
Copeland Co., and P. R. Masterly & 
Co., all wholesalers. 

The fire spread rapidly and the em- 
ployes in the building had to make 
hurried exits. As they were escaping 
from the place the cable of an eleva- 
tor parted and the car, jammed with 
frightened women and men, dropped 
to the basement. Fortunattly no one 
was seriously hurt and to their de- 
scent they may owe their lives. Herd- 
ly had the passengers scrambled from 
the wreckage of the car, when, with- 
‘out warning, the third floor gave way 
and carried with it the second floor 
and 15 firemen, who were working 
within the\walls.

Tweed, Ont., Feb. 5.—An explosion 
which broke nearly every window in 
town nod caused scenes of excitement 
‘eceurred a mile east from here short- 
ly after 7 o'clock yesterday morning, 
when the poder milla of the Ontario 
Powder Co.,-comprising from 12 to 15 
buildings, were destroyed. 

The men in the works had only been 
ai their cecupstion a few minutes 
when ene of the big vats of nitric 
acid was observed to byil over. It 
ate its way! into the floors and soon 
the wood caught fire. For the flames 
to reach the mtro-glycerine mixer took 
only a few minutes. A warning wes 
shouted and the men ran for their 
lives. With an oerful, deafening roar 
the buildings were torn from their 
foundations, lifted up hieh in the 
heavens, and completely cx:nolished. 

There was considerable of a panic 
in the town for a little while until 
some of the powder makers arrived on 
the run with the glad intelligence that 
all had been saved. .As it is. there 
will be considerable inconvenience in 
town, if not suffering, as with all the 
windows broken and the thermometer 
much below zero it is impossible to 
keep the houses warm. -- 

Much perishable foodstuff has been 
frozen in the stores, and rendered ab- 
solutely useless, the plate glass frents 
having been smashed. Business is 
practically suspended, and will “be 
for some sdays. 

The circles of the town are also 
without Windows, and as the gluss is 
somewhat hard to replace, there will 
not likely be services next Sunday.

Lhke’sa amendment to the motion to 


go into supply,-asking for a committee > 


to sprees the lands branch of the In- 

terior Departmont, was resumed. by 

Mr. Boyce (Conservative, Algoma). 

Ho laid down three main principles. 
()) There ‘should be an enquiry by 
the Department as to the value of 
the timber limit, the amount of tim- 
ber thereon, and its present and fu- 
ture accessibility. 

(2) The; administration should de. 
cide first if it is necessary to dispose 
of timber at all.

(3) The administration should pro- 
tect the-country {from collusion and 
dishonest tendering. ‘ 

Mr. Boyce proceeded to give some 
instances of apparent collusion in ten-. 
dering for limits. Many cases were 
mentioned to show that limits had 
been prematurely sold by tender, and 
that the successful tenderer was only 

Islightly in excess of the second. “It 

{was no wonder, said Mr. Boyce, that 

I the present Minister of the Interior 

‘Thad taken little interest in the pres- 
ent discussion. 

Mr. Boyce, continuing, referred to 
the Ames’ motion, which wrested the 
original papers in’ respect to the 
granting of timber limits from an un- 
willing Government. Mr. Turriff, who 
was land commissioger, at the time 
the tenders were put in here, claimed 

i that definite charges which Mr. Turriff 
had taken to heart. Mr. Turriff, the 
speaker went on, was the official who 
alone was responsible for the opening 
of the tenders. Sie 

It was charged that there was dis- 

‘honesty in opening of tenders, that a* 
spurious tender was put in, and that 
these tenders came under the super- 

| vision of Mr. Turriff when he was com- 

j missioner of Dominion landa, and 
when such grave reflections were cast 

bepen him (Turriff) in Parliament all 

‘the reply "he had to make was: “Stop 
making insinuations.” 

| Did the fact that Mr. Turriff had a 
seat in’Parliament now exonerate him 
from blame? Mr. Lake had made defi- 

H nite‘and distinct charges. No one who 

Thad seen papers brought down could 

{ {ail to come to the same conclusion as 
Mr. Lake, namely, that one of the

Turriff gave ‘explanations or the 
Premier granted an investigation he 
would continue to lie under suspic- 
lion.

Scalp Massage the Secret of Keepihg 
the Hair Healthy. 

Scalp massage In the secret of keep- 
ing the scalp and the hair healthy. “It 
is done easily and Is not a great tax 
either on time or paticnce. The halr pro- 
ducing scalp Is loosely nttached to the 
underlying skull, 2s any one can prove 
with the fingers. When the scalp be 
comes ‘adherent fo the bones under- 
peath and will not more easily. then 
the halr will fall out and: the henlth- 
Iness of the halr follicies will become 
impaired. Therefore one should have 
two ends In view—that of keeping the 
Scalp perfectly loose ang flexible upon 
its. supporting framework, the skull, 
and that of preventing the dow of 
blood to the roots so that the halr fol- 
Ucles will be nourished properly and 
the olfy glands secrete their substance 
to keep the bair from growlng dry anid 
brittle. In order to do this only three 





are necessary. Lefore dressing the 
halr and when taking it down at night 
loosen It by giving the ends of it two 
or three light strokes; place the Ups 
of the fingers of both hands at the 
Junction of the hair and forehead and 
then work them with the circular mo- 
tion gently, but firmly, toward an Im- 
aginary center at the top of the head. 
At cach turn of the fingers let them 
work Ughtly on the surface aud then 
deeply. The first motion fs addressed 
to the hair follicies themselves, the 
next to moving the scalp on the head 
80.25 to make it soft, ylelding and fex- 
ible. The secevd morement Is made 
by pineing the tops of the Ongers so 
that the forefuger of each baud will 
meet where the list massage left off. 
This will bring the fingers of each 
hand over an ear at the juncture of ihe 
halr with the skin. Inv the same mapb- 
ner as before they should work over 
the halr roots with light and deep mas- 
sage until the fmzgers meet at the cen- 
ter, 

For the thin) movement of scalp 
massage the fingers of each hand are 
placed so as to meet at the back of the 
neck where the hair begins, and by de- 
scribing the same motion us before 
they work themselves upward to the 
center. 

In this manner the entire scalp in 
less than five minutes receives a thor- 
ough stimulation, The hair responds 
at once and will be found to be full 
of life and electricity when before it 
was lifeless and dull. 

It also will make the whole head feel 
light and better. This manner of car- 
ing for the halr cannot be too highly 
recorninended. It Is easily and quick- 
ly done and will keep the scalp 
healthy and prevent the hair from 
falling.

It Was Invented by = Poor Man Who 


, Had Failed as a Merchant. 

‘There “is one little tnstroment in 
which the ‘Interest of nll classes of 
people In this country never diminishes 
through all the changing seasons of the 
year, from the first day of January to 
the last day of December: "It reguiates 
the busincss pulse of the nation and is 


the shrine to which men of all occupa-. 


tfons turn, And this Uttle instrament 
is the thermometer, which bears the 
name of Fahrenheit. 

Before the serenteenth century men 
could only judge of the amount of heat 
prevailing at any plage by thelr per- 
sonal sensations and cbuld only xpeak 
of the weather fn a “very indefinite 
way as hot or very bot, coll or very 
cold. In that century several attempts 
Were made by scienti#e experimenters 
by means of tubes containing oll, spir- 
lis of wine and other substances to es- 
tablish a satisfactory -:means of meas 
tring heat, but ‘mone vf them proved 
successful. Even Sir Isaac Newton, 
who applicd his great mind w this 
work, and also the ubted astronomer, 
Halley, falted In their attempts tv pro- 
duce a heat measure. , 

It was resersed to* Gabriel Daniel 
Fahreobelt, an obceure and poor man, 
a native of Dantzig. to give-to the 
world the iustrument which has proved 
to be so serviceable to wankind. Ie 
had falled In besiness as a merchant 
aud, having a taste for mechanics ant 
chemistry, began a series of experl- 
ments for the production of ther:mome- 
ters. At first he made these tnstru- 

ments with alcohol, bat soun became 

courinced that the semisolid mercury 

Was a more suitable urticle to use In 

the giass tube. 

Fahrenhelt bad removed from Dapt- 
zig to Amstenlam, amd there about the 
Sear 1720 be made th? mercury ther- 
mometer whieh bas ever singe been 
fashioned uch Mke the orizinat. 

‘The basis of his plan was to mark 
vu (the tube the two polnts Tespectively 
at which water fs congested aud bolled 
anc to graduste the, space between. 
ile began with an arbitrary twarking, 
beginning with 22 degrees. because be 
found that the mereury descended 22 
degrevs more before coming to what 
he thought the extreme cold resulting 
from a mixture of Ico, water and sal 
ammodiac. in 1724 he pulvisked a dis- 
tinct treatise vn the subject of bls ex- 
perlments and the conclusions that had 
tesulted therefrom. 

Celsius of Stockholm soon after sug- 
gested the tore rational graduation of 
a hundred degrees betweetl freezing 
and boiling polot.

The salting 
may be done in the churn when the 
butter is In the granular form If it is 
a box or barrel churn. The salt can 
be sifted onthe butter by putting on a 
pact, then revolving the churn halfway 
over, thas making the butter fai with 
the salted side down, then sifting on 
the rest.of the salt.. Then reralre tho 
churn a few times, after which the but- 
ter ean be taken out and-worked on a

When Hind Legs Go Wrong. 

It is a very common practice to feed 
working horses just the same gram m- 
tion when idle that they receive when 
hand at work. This ls wrong and is 
the cause of two diseases of the bind 
less, elephantiasis, or big leg,~and 
black water. In the former the horse 
that was apparently all right at night 
will in the morning have one hind lez 
swollen up three or four times its nat- 
ural size and very painful to step on. 
in the latter case the horse may start 
from the stable all right, but soon goes 
Jame, first In one hind Jeg, then the } 
other, then both. The muscles stiffen 
up, he seems to lose all control of tho 
hind limb and if forced to more may 
fall down. The urine becomes black; 
hence the name black water. In both 
cases the troable ¥ be avoided by 
changing the grafn ration, cutting out 
part of the concentrated foods’ Uke 
corn and oats and {ncreasing the 
arzount of loosening foods like bran. 

‘ Cough In Pigs. 

The common cough of pigs that 
causes loss of appetite and constant 
severe coughing with heaving of the 
flanks is due, according to an Ilinois 
swine grower, to costiveness. He has 
sald: “My remedy for cough tn pigs 
ts cats. Feed once or twice a week 
all the oats they will eat. The oats 
cll loosen the bowels, and the cough 
will disappear." 

Swamp Fever of Horses. 

For a number of yearg a. form of 
*nacmia has been observed In horses in 
Minnesota, the Dakotas and Manitoba 
and has usually been'‘referred to as 
swamp fever. It has caused consid- 
erable losses in Infected localities. Ite- 
cently a disease appeared among horses 
in the Red river valley and appeared 
to be entical with swamp fever. A 
careful study of this disease made by 
the North Dakota station has not ‘yet 
shown Its cause: .

Rejected Immigrants. 

Alphonse Verville (Maisonneuve) 
asked if Canada was paying bonuses 
on immigrants rejected by Australia 
and sent out by the Central Immigra- 
tion Board of London. 

Hon. Mr. Oliver said bonuses had 
baen paid on 30 immigrants sent out 
by'the board at a cost of £14 103, but 
‘he ‘had not heard the statement of 
T. A. Coghlan of New South-Wales, 
Government office in London, that all 
ne two of 363 emigrants offered by 
this board had been rejected “because 
it would have been unkind to them- 
selvea to send them to farm work,” 
nor did he know how many of Aus- 
tralia’s rejected had come to Canada.

BAD WRECK ON MA.C.R. 





Engineer's Presence of Mind Saved 
the Fireman's Life. 


St. Thomas, Feb. 6.—A bad wreek 
occurred on the M.C.R. ut Ridgetown 
shortly after So'clock Tuesday night, 
and blocked the westbound track un- 
til noon yesterday. 

The wreck happened under rather 
peculiar gircumstances, and only for 
the presq#ice of mind and strength of 
the engineer the fireman would surely 
have lost his life. 

The “freight was going west about 
thirty miles an hour, and just as the 
engine was going over a road cross- 
ing near Ridgetown, for some un- 
known reason it separated from. the 
tender, letting the fireman, Joseph 
Caderhill, fall down between the en- 
cine and tender. Engineer John Allen 
saw the danger, and giving the engine 
morte steam, keeping it a sutticient 
distance from the tender to prevent 
Underhill from being crushed to 
death, Finally Allen succeeded jn 
pulling the fireman safely on deck, 
and believing he had shut off steain, 
he called to his fireman to jump, as 
he was afraid it was going to Up over. 
However, the engine stuck to, the 
track, and stopped of ita own uccord, 
near Mull, six miles away. 

The train itself was not so fortun- 
ate. It had not goné far when the 
tender jumped the track, wrecking 
over twenty -cars, piling them up 
every way, periderian some of then: 
to kindling wood. Most of them were 
empties, 50 no merchandise of any 
account was damaged. 

The sand house, which ia near the 
track, was completely demolished, and 
the water tank, bejAc only a few fect 
away, but out of Umission for sonw 
time. Considerable damage was done 
to the track, breaking ties and tear- 
ing up track for some distance. Only 
one car fell across the castbound 
track, so traflic in that direction was 
not delayed more than an hour. 

Engineer Alten and Fireman Under- 

ull were severely shaken up by the 
fall, but suffered no serious injuries.

+ The egidence given at the inquest 
yesterddy showed that the son had 
beaten his mother into insensibility, 
had dragged her over the frozen 
ground and kicked her, The evidence 
also established the fact that the wo- 
man had never setived after her ter- 
rible ordeal. The jury found that 
death had been caused by the beating 
received at the handa of her son, 
and recommendéd that ‘the Attorney- 
General should immediately take the 
matter up. 





Match Would Have Saved Life. 


Melfort, Sask., Feb. 6'—Word has 
been received of the death of Helmar 
Loftus by freezing” which occurred 
about 25 miles north of here.

The bill in question, which is en- 
titled “An Act respecting the election 
ol members for the Legislative Assem- 
bly,” provides among other things 
that any spplication for, or promise of 
a Government position. if done with 
a view to influencing an election, shall 
be deemed in lax a corrupt practice. 
and shall be, punishable as such 
Other Government favers will be dealt 
with in like manner. 

In his dill dealing with controvert- 
ed elections; Hon. Mr. Foy provides 
1so that all election trials or appeals 
shall be concluded, notwithstanding 
dissolution of the Legislature or other 
causes. This is designed to do away 
sey mach of the Laer us “saw-oft”” 
evil, and to prevent.t ity in pow- 
er. choki off poste in» the 
courts by terminating the Parliament.

Miners Crushed to Death by Falling 
Shale From Roof—Bodies All Re- 
covered — Cause of Explosion a 
Mystery — Mine Not Damaged— 
Victims Mostly Foreigners —Coro- 
ner Orders tnquest. 


Port Hood, N.S.,’ Feb, 8&—At half- 
past seven yesterday morning, short- 
; ly after the men bpd gone to work, 
en explosion occurred in one of the 
southern levels on the Port Hood 
mine. The news spread rapidly. Much 
anxiety was. felt throughout the town 
by relatives and friemds of workmen 
in the pit. \ 
Manager McLellan organized and 
headed the rescue party and proceed- 
ed immediately to the scene of the 
disaster.

It was the 
firet accident at the mine attended 
with serious loss of life/and ita aw- 
fulness made a deep impression. The 
officials. did everything possible to 
show their sympathy and considera- 
tion for the feelings of the employes 
amd retatives and friends of the de- 
ceased. 

Coroner Cameron empanelled a jury 
and proceeded: to hold an inquest.

TROOPS WILL ADVANGE 


Persian Frontier. 


_—_—_—- 


Alarmed at Turkish Penetration of 
Persia—Funds Voted by Douma— 
$10,000,000 For Floating Batteries— 
War Regarded as Imminent In the 


Spring — Turkey Making Prepara- 


tions For Sharp Conflict. 


&t. Petersburg, Feb, 10.—The Russo- 
Turkish relations have entered upon 
@ menacing phase. Alarmed at the 
unchecked Turkish penetration of 
Persia, and the mobilization in Ar- 
menia, the Russian Government has 
decided ‘to execute a formidable mili-: 
tary demonstration in reply on the 
Turko-Persian frontier despatching 
there.a compact expedition of 69,000 
select troops from * Central “Russia, 
with full war equipment, and it is 
acting with uncommon rapidity with 
a view to overaweing the Turks by a 
decisive exhibition of force. 

The War Office has drawn up plans 
of the expedition, and submitted them 
hurriedly for legislative enuctment to 
the Doumsa on Friday. The committer 
on national defence assembled in x» 
virtually closed sezsion. A represen- 
tative of the War Office briefly and 
impressively outlined the Turkish 
preparation, of which Russia is fully 
informed. and asked for an open 
credit for the maintenance of an army 
of 60,000. 

He met the possible arguments of 
economy by saying that Russia had 
expended blood and treasure in Man- 
churia in vain, owing to the initial 
backwardness in armament. The em- 
pire’s prestige in the middie-east, he 
said, is now also in the bdlance, and 
Russia must be prepared to defend 


it, 

M. Guchkoff, leader of the Octobrist 
party, in a 3) h, said that the ma- 
jority in the Douma were Russian pa- 
triota and willing to part with their 
“last shirt” to defend the fatherland. 
The committee in a high pitch of pa- 
triotism passed the appropriation un- 
animously. At the same session the 
War Offic: obtaincd sanction fd a 
farther item of $10,000,000 to create 
floating batteries along the Baltic 
coast, which, owing to the weakness 
of the navy. is at the mercy of Ger- 
many. . 

Situation In Balkans. 

Rome, Feb. 10.—The situation in 
the Balkans, which suddenly has st- 
tracted attention here through the re- 
ported recall of Prince Ourosoff, Rus- 
sian Ambassador to Austria-Hungary, 
seems to be graver than official state- 
ments make it appear. 

Austria and Germany cherge that 
Russia is trying to obtain revenge 
for her failure in the far east by turn- 
ing her attention.to the near cast. 
and is resuming her ancient :radi- 
tional policy of aiming at Constanti- 
nople. It is further asseried by offi- 

inls of these Governments that she 
% helped in this above board by 
Fance, and secretly by Great B: 
tafad, the latter thus opposing Ger- 
man influence. 

Russia has emphatically declared 
that it would be impossible to tolerate 
the carrying out of the proposed plan 
for the construction of railways in 
the Balkans, and as announced by 
Baron Von Aebrenthal, the Austria- 
Hungarian Foreign Minister, as this 
would mean, under the guise of coim- 
mercial interest, a practical Austrian 
supremacy throughout the Balkans, 
it would mean Austria’s 
reaching Salonica, and Russia re- 
marks. this would be equivalent to 
having Germany at Salonica. 
~ However, it is believed here that 
if a contlict breaks out that it will 
not be between Russian wd Austria, 
but between Russia and Turkey, the 
latter being accused of favoring the 
Austrian plans under German influ- 








noe. 

‘The Popular Romano gors as far as 
to chronicle the rumor tHat a Russo- 
Turkish war is likely to occur in the 
spring. Turkey has been making pre- 

ions, for she now has in Mace- 
donia 199,000 of her best troops, offi- 
ered to‘ great. extent by Germans. 

Ambassador Not Recalled. 

Vienns, Feb. 10.—The foreign office 
yesterday denied. the report that the 
Russian ambasxador to Austrie-Hun- 
gary, Prince Ourosofi, had been re- 
called by his beta area The am: 
bassador is gett jong in*years, 
and is in delicate health, -and has 
naked and received permission from 
his Government to go home or to some 
southern resort as soon as the weather 
and hia health permits him to travel.

Not Have Place In Procession—No Disorders to lar” 
the Obsequies—Troops Guard Streets—Ancient — 
Ceremonial Cbhserved—General Mourning. 





Lisbon, Feb. 10.—With the church 
bells tolling coutinually, the bodies 
of the murdered) King and crown 
prince, in two golden chariots shroud- 
ed in black velvet and drawn by cight 
hooded horses, were epcorted by 2 
glittering funeral pageant on Satur- 
day, across Lisbon to the Portuguese 
pantheon, and Jaid at rest beside their 
ancestors of the Braganza dynasty. 


Seven hours ¢lapsed from the. time 
the foreign princes and the specie) 
ambassadors of all the powers gather- 
ed at the palace for the ceremony 
there until three salvos of twenty-one 
guus and three volleys of tusketry, 
reverberating over. the terracsd and 
sun-bathed hills. and answered by the 
British warships in the harber, an- 
noyneed that the last rites were over. 

Not a single untoward incident mur- 
ted the last act of Portugal's trag 
The ¥ague forebodings proved bi 
lors, and there is a general feeling of 
telicf that al! passed well, in view of 
the puiitical turmuil. : 

The great outpouring of people along 
the line of the procession was note- 
worthy. They packed the pavements, 
crowded the windows and choked the 
side streets. While evidences of deep 
and popular sorrow scemed to be ab- 
sent, many stood with uncover 
heads as the funeral cars passed, and 
nowhere was actual disrespect wit- 
nessed. 

Troops guarded the streets and were 
massed in numerous parks and plazas 
along the route; all shops und exfes 
were. closed, cand shutters . covered 
the windows of the Ministerial build- 
ings in’ the Pracn | do Commereic, 
where they King and prince were as- 
sassinated a week age. 

ft was a gricf-stricken palace, 
hearts were turned in pity, and strong 
men rhaken at the scene in the pri- 
vate apartments where the special 
embassies were received, Neither 
Queen Ameiie nor the Dowager Queen 
Maria Via were to be seen, but King 
Manuel carried himself as bravely 
as he might, though deadly pale- mud 
on the verge of complete breakdown 
when the ordeal was finished. 

The Duke of Connaught. Prince 
Eitel Frederick, and Infanta Fornin- 
do, in addition to verbal condolences, 
Presented letters from their sovereigns 
to the King, who was greatly touched 
at these messages. Tears that were | 
almost constantly in his eyes os 








times overflowed. 

When the inembers of the court and 
the special representatives of forcign 
countries enteredl the chapel for the 
last brief service, the King remained 
behind. Neither he nor the two 
Queens followed the cortege to the 
cathedral. 

The violent death of his father, it ix 
explained, sbsolved King Manuel 
from: conforming to the tradition of 
walking behind the dead to the grave. 
Nevertheless, iis absence and the ab- 
senee of Queen Amelie and the Dowa- 
ger Queen has causd universal. com- 
ment, being generally: attributed to 
other reasons. F 

Apart from the hearsea themselves, 
which wore covered with heavy drap- 
erirs and trapping of black velvet, 
bordered with fringes of gold, the 
feature of the cortege that attracted 
the most attention was the gilded 
state coaches of the sixtecnth,.seven- 
teenth and cightcenth centuries, which 
were reserved for the use of the for- 
eign missions and. the highest digni- 
taries of Portugal. 

As the procession advanced through 

the guarded streets the crowds be- 
came denser. Ail stores and business: 
establishments along the route were 
closed and tightly shattered, 
* The funeral cortege moved more 
slowly than had been expected, and it 
was the middle of the afternoon be- 
fore it reached the church. 

The Church of San Vicente is an 
historic. edifice, built in the reign of 
Philip II., where, in an adjoining 
wing or royal pantheon, are entomb- 
ed members of the royal family. ‘It is 
situated in the old: quarter of the 
town, near an ancient monastery, now 
the palace of the Primate of Lisbon, 

Situated on a height, it dominates 
all sections of the capital. A group 
of clergy, headed by the patriarch of 
Lisbon, awaited the cortege at the: 
steps leading to ths church. The coi- 
fins were carried from the hearses, 
amd, enveloped in the national flag, 
were placed on biers in front of the 
hurch. Troops formed abont them { 
in open square, and now occurred, 
what seems to many, the most touch- 
ing incident of the day. 

From one side slowly-raarched a 
company of men, wearing long black 
robes amd carrying lighted torches. 
They were members. of the ancient 
sacred fraternity of the Holy House 
of Pity, organized in the thirteenth 
century, to which Portugues: tradi- 


ton fins acconted the privilege of ut- 
tering the first absolution over deat 
sovereigns, as well as later of claimn- 
ing the calsoaue and burigl  pall,. 
which theemay sell for the benefit 
ot their ‘charities. Their service is 
symbolized by disregard for all world- 
Iy vanities snd by humility. 

he chaplain of the onler intoned 
the accustomed prayers while the 
troops stout at attention and in the 
distance could be leant the minute 
guns of the land batteries, to which 
the British and Spe 
plied gun for gun. Thi 
posing ceremony finisied, the pri-

To Mend Cloth. 

A rent In cloth may be mended so 
that even the closest observation can 
hardly detect it If court plaster is used 
Instead of thread. The goods sbould 
be Jald upon a smooth, fat surface, 
aud then a pin should be firmly stuck 
In perpendiculariy so as to bring the 
edges together. but not to Interfere 
with ibe rent, say three-quarters of an 
Inch away from each side. Court plas- 
ter which has been well moistened and 
allowed to stand a second or two so 
ax to be sticky rather than wet should 
be applied. It should be rubbed and 
preseed, pressed apd rubbed, until er- 
ery particle of the surface has adhered. 
The spot should then be pressed with 
a moderately hot fron, a piece of 5- 
lin between. Finally the rent should 
be examined for any frayed threads, 
which shoukl be clipped carefully away

which would dry and harden most eas!- 
ly. Salt and dredge lightly with flour. 
Baste frequently, If you are a3‘ care 
ful in the cooking as If the occupant 
of the pan were a Thanksgirin; 
turkey, you will be well repaid for 
your trouble. You will have In addi- 
tlon the basis of a fine soup Ip the 
julcea that are Ieft In the pan Jn 
which the fowl! was steamed.”

The spines are often hooked insfead 
of being barbed. “he clot bur, or 
cocklebur, Is an example of this. Bur- 
lock has such hooked prickles on its 
fruits, and they stick so fast together 
that children make little baskets of 
them, handles and all. 

Yes, and they are all a nuisance to 
men and animals, bot the plants find 
them just the thing to distribute their 
seeds and thus propagate their kind. 
Nature never produces anything with- 
out furnishing It with @ means of pro- 
tection. .

N. Rousseau, S. Trepanier and Thos. 
Dunberry. while John Ledue seeus 
to have been the one man badly in- 
jured. 

(The explosion occurred at noon, 
when most of the employes were out- 
side the building, otherwise the loss 
of life would most likely have been 
much greater. 

Were Blown to Atoms. 


' The nine victims of the explosion 
were inside the building, which was 
biown up. Their bodies were litcral- 
ly blown to atoms, and when recov- 
ered were so [rightiully mutilated a+ 
to be beyond recognition. Several of 
the other buildings were damaged and 
the workmen who were in them in 
many cases had narrow escapes from 
death. Several doctors from Vaa- 
drenil were quickly on the scene and 
they rendered aid to those who were 
suffering, while\the more fortunate 
sho escaped with slight wounds, as- 
sisted in the work of searching for the 
bodies of their dead companions m 
the debris of the wrecked buildings. 

All of the victims of the accident 
ided in the neighborhood of the 
cy or in the litle villace of Vau- 
rouil, across the river. There were 
DW employes in the works, but most 
of them were awazy at dinner at the 
time of the explosion. The shock was 
so great that it shook houses in the 
village of Vaudreuil and caused many 
of the inhabitants to rash from their 
houses in alarm Windows were 
broken in many places and the 
ground fer half a nule around shook 
ws though an earthquake had | oc: 
curred. 

When the people of Vaudreuil rea- 
lized what had happened there was a 
rush of friends and relatives of the 
workers for the wrecked plant. Wo- 
nen amd boys hurried down the read 
t» the factory, anxious to learn the 
fate of their loved ones. The names 
of the dead were obtained by taking 
2 census of the living and getting the 
names of those who were in the build- 
ing when the explosion occurred. 

Last summer the powder house of 
the Standard company exploded, but 
on that oceasion_no lives were lost.

cf Great Steet 
Structures Are Built. 
Freat steel 


structures are built by means of cals- 
sons in which the men can work under 
& great pressure of alr. It is a very 
Interesting sizht 10 watch them. and 
‘the best of It Is that any one may see 
them at close range from an adjoining 
sidewalk. The calsson Is a hollow steel 
“cylinder open at the bottom and just 
darge enough to permit a man to work. 
The workman climbs down a ladder In 
this tube and digs away the earth at 
the bottom. As the earth Is taken 
Away the steel tube Is gradually tow- 
ered, The earth is taken out by a 
ducket, which Is lowered and raised by 
2 tall derrick at one side. Ax the 
caisson sinks, alr is pumped Into the 
compartinent containing the man. This 
Is to force back any water or dirt that 
might Gil the hole from the outside as 
fast ds the workman remores it from 
within. ‘The pressure of this air fs of- 
ten 60 great that a man can work but 
an bour or so at a time. At the top 
of the caisson Is a steel cylinder with 
ap air tight door at elther end, which 


tube below. 

. When one of ‘the caisson workers 
starts to co to work he opens the door 
or lid at the top and climbs In, when 
the opening is once more Ughtlr clos- 
ed. This door or lid is air tizht. Aft- 
er the opening to the outer air has 
been closed the workman opens the 
door at the bottom of this steel com- 
partment and Jets In compressed air 
from the cuisson below. It takes a 
few minutes to become accustomed to

Now Stands Higher than Ever !n 
Great Britain. 

Mr. Willian Mackenzie. president of 
the Canadian Northern Railway, has 
returned to the Dominion after an 
eight months’ trip abroad. 

He expressed himself as well pleas- 
ed with his success from a financial 
standpoint and gntimated that a larg 
‘amount of ae would be done on 
‘the Canadian Northern during the 

coming year. He said that the finan- 
cial panic in the United States, al- 
though of course regrettable, had had 
the effect of emphasizing the sound- 
ness of our banking system and the 
fact that we were quite able to stand 
alone. In fact, we did not feel the 
collapse in the States any more than 
European countries, or, in other 
‘words, all the whole thing amounted 
‘to was a touch of nerves. The reanit 
is that our credit in Europe is better 
j Row than it has ever been.

of his prolonged investigations in the 
Victoria Nyanta: region.

parison showing that only about eight 
r-cent. of the “‘sleepers’’ treated 
with an es he injection died, whereas 
the untreated “sleepers” who’ arrived 
at the mission stations mostly died. 
Prof. Koch's investigations showed 
that the Glossina palpalia fir, which 
causes the “sleeping sickness,” “sub- 
sists on’ the ‘blood of reptiles and 
animals, and cannot live without it 
for more than three or four days. .The 
microscope showed that." the /blood 
sucked by the flies was chiefly that 
of crocodiles.

Toronto, Feb. 13.—In a telling ad- 
dress in the Legislature yesterday 
Mr. R. R. Gamey effectually met and 
disposed of the plaint of Mr. C. W. 
Smith (Sault Ste. Marie) that the 
Government was “‘stealing the clothe: 
of Liberalism."” He set forth that the 
“clothes” worn by the “Liberalism” 
which existed in Ontario prior to 
the Inst general election were dis- 
credited garments, while the apparel 
of the sturdy, honest Liberalism ‘of 
Provincial Rights days had been cast 
aside. Incidentally Hon. Nelson Mon- 
teith, Minister of Agriculture, made a 
brief statement to the effect that there 
was no foundation for the allegation 
that the department had paid $1,500 
for a horse blind inf both eyes, and 
another “charge” fell to the ground 
with a dull. sad thud. 

In resuming the debate Mr, Smith 
Gault Ste. Marie) facetiously tender- 
ed an apology to the Minister of Agri- 
culture for having held him wholly 
responsible for the purchase of a blind 
mare for $1,500. The speaker had 
since learned that snother member of 
the administration was present and 
assisted in the purchase of the “de- 
cripid mare.

Continuing, the member for the Soo 
pointed out that there was in North- 
em Ontario over 150,000 square miles 
of minerals and timber that were in- 
acecssible and undeveloped. To open 
up this country he suggested to the 
Government the advisability of build- 
ing two lines of railway from the great 
Iakes north. Many of the immigrants, 
now a charge on the public, could be 
gives: employment on the work of 
construction, and the enterprise would 
more than pay for itg Jf in opening 
up and developing a greater Ontario 
than has been. 

Quoting statistics to show the ex- 
port of pulpwood to the mills of the 
United States, Mr. Smith advocated 
the appointment of a Gavernment 
conimission to look into the -whole 
matter, and to seek to develop the 
timber richness of the province along 
practical lines. 

In concluding, Mr. Smith alluded 
to Mr. MeKeown’s query, “where is 
the Opposition’s Moses?’

Except Those Which May Offend the 
: Public Dignity. 

Lisbon, Feb. 14.—The Cabinet 
council has resolved not -to rescind 
the dictatorial decrees promulgated 
during the last days of King Carlos’ 
reign, except those considered offen- 
sive to the public dignity.

Ottawa, Feb, 14.—The absence of 
Hon. William Vugsley in New Bruns- 
wick, where the provincial election is 
ou, Was seized upon by Mr. Crogket 
(York, N.B.) as the text for an attack 
on that Mynister and a general re- 
view of the Robinson Ministry.

Mr. Crocket went -on to say that the 
Robinson Government held on till its 
statutory term had expired apd when 
it was necessary to prepare for the 
elections, so discredited had = Mr. 
Pugsley left the Government that. it 
was impossible to procure cardidates 
and again the patrongge of the Gov- 
ermment wes called into play! Al- 
though in the last House the Provin- 
cial Government held three seats in 
the City of St. John, it waa nécessary 
in order to secure a ticket to offer 
anothey Federal office. It had been 
stated openly that Mayor Sears of St.

- end Meat Making. 
By W.J. WILMER. - 

At this season of the with 
“show” ‘animals greatly In- view, the 
question as to thelr breeding: value 
naturally recurs., A sheep man of 
much experience says: A ram born and 
bred in the stable, artifcialty (ed from 
its birth and forced to a precocious de- 
velopment cannot transmit fo its de- 
scendants the qualities of robusiness 
necessary to a range system of sheep 
breeding. The English breeds do not 
owe thelr good reputa measures 
taken against nature, thelr 
fypical qualities been prod in this 
way, and the ‘practice in breeding es- 
tablishments whose only object is a 
great development is too artificial. It 
is true we ought not to negiect the 
breeding animals destined for exposi- 
tion, and we ought to feed them with 
the best fodder, keep their ficece in the 
best condition and put into practice er- 
ery legitimate art to present them in 
the most perfect way before the pub- 
lec. But it seems only reasonable ner- 
ertheless to allow them: at least to 
breathe the pure alr of the field and 
not the heary atmosphere of a half 
closed and half dark stable, to oblige 
them to walk and to grazv and, lastly, 
to always keep in mind in preparin= 
them that’ the breeder produces wool 
and meat io God's pastures.

y therefore often ‘be more econom- 
feal*to iuy the higher priced feeds, 
rich in fertilizing constituents, because 
of the more vaiuable manure obtained. 
Another Important fact emphasized 
in these experiments is that a large 
part of the nitrogey, the most expen- 
sive fertillzing element, as well as the 
potash, Js found in the urine. Not 
only are the fertilizivg constituents 
found In large quantities In the liquid 
portion of the mauure, but they are in 
more available form bere than lu the 
solid excreta. The tiquid portion is 
therefore considered the most valuable 
part of the manure and should be care- } 
fully saved,

G.T.R. Train Wrecked F ive Miles 


Broken Rail the Cause—Engineer Died at His Post - 


Clung to Brake as Engine 


East of Ottawa. 





Shot Through the Air— 


Probably Saved Other Lives on the Train—The 
Cars Caught Fire—Were Put Out by Snow. 


Ottawa, Feb. 17.—By an unexplain- 
ed breaking of an 8)-pound rail on 
the Grand Trunk Railway at 10.15 
Saturday night. the regular train, No. 
27, from Montreal to Ottawa, was de- 
railed five miles east of the capital. 

_Engineer Alfred Parks of Ottawa 
East and Fireman’ Wm. Robertson 
Martin of 233 Frank strect, Ottawa, 
were killed. “They were both scalded 
te death, 

Rural Dean Taylor of Aylmer and 
Mrs, Taylor were badly shaken up, 
and are in the hospital. Conductor. 
A. J. Leamy, Ottawa, sustained severe 
cuts about the head. Baggageman 
I. C. Moore, Ottawa, had hia hands 
badly cut. Expressman F. M. Grif- 
fiths, Ottawa, got his hand laccrated 
antl leg bruised, while J. N. McIntosh, 
Ottawa, had a leg injured slightly. 
A.D. McBride was severely shaken 
up. 

_ Died at His Post. 

Engineer Parks stuck to his post 

heroically, and as the engine shot 
through the air shut off the steam 
and put on the brakes, thus saving 
the twenty-one pasengers most mira- 
cnlously. Then he left his cab and 
crawled out fatally injured. He died 
at the Ottawa hospital ut 6 o'clock 
yesterday morning. 
_ The fireman's body was found lying 
in the snow with life extinct. _He 
was 24 years of age and married but 
four months. 

The rail which caused the accident 
is in Superintendent Donaldson's of- 
fice. The break is a clear one, with 
no sign of ~any previous weakness 
whatever. The edges of the fracture 
are rounded where the wheels of the 
engine struck. The forward truck of 
the last coach, the parlor car, left 
the rails and made a temporary hos- 
pital for the wounded. The engine 
ad all the other cars were overturned. 
Fire broke out in the forward cars, 
but were extinguished with snow, of 
which a heavy gale was blowing. The 
crew did admirable work. ‘ 

The train was running on time and 
had entered the one and one-half 
mile straight stretch of track.east of 
the N.Y. & O. diamond. The banks 
on either side, where the derailment 
occurred, were level. and the engine 
and three coaches skidded fifty yards 
over the snow-covered ground. The* 
tender of the engine jumped first.

It is probable, however, 
that when he comes before a judge 
a counsel will be appointed, 
Hartwick’s mental condition haa 
apparently changed but little. If 
anything he is less violent, and Sat- 
urday the “muffs,” which were plac- 
ed on hia hands were taken off. He 
has uot since evidenced a desire to 
tear off his clothing. Yesterday 
morning he took a drink of milk and 
some porridge when it was offered tq 
him. He would not feed himself, 
however, and one of the turnkeys 
had to hold, a spoon to his lips.

AN ALLIGATOR’S. TAIL. 


The Muse!gs of. This! Wonderful Organ 
Are Like Springs of Stee! «=< _ 

In whales the tail Is set transversely 
lnstead of Yertically. The reason for 
thls Is concealed. In long ages of evolu. 
tion. Fishes have always been as they 
are now, aquatic, but the ancestors of 


-whales and dolphins lived on dry land, 


where they crawled about on four good 
feet. When for some reason these'crea- 
tures of old took to the water they 
probably did not plunge at once fato 
the open ocean, where thelr descend- 
ants now live, but waded and paddled 
along In the shallows and marshes of 
te shore. Here a vertical tall would 
curtalnly be In the way, while a horl- 
zontal one might be used advanta- 
xeously. We must not forget also that 
whiles breathe. alr as we do and that 
it Is more necessary for them to shoot 
quickly up from the dark ocean depths 
to the surface than to turn, fishllke, 
from side to side. 

The sting ray and certain other fish- 
es have a sharp, polsonous spine In the 
tall with which they can Inflict a se 
vere wound, but In the case of the al- 
ligator it Is by sheer brute force that 
the tall fs useful for defense. The 
inuscles of this organ are like spriugs 
of steel. The great saurian Mes asleep 
In the sun, seeming more dead than 





‘allve, but If a half dozen men should 


seize Its tall with all thelr strength, 
with one terrible Mick the alligator 
coukl scatter them, breaking legs and 
nrins a8 If they were straws and burl- 
ing the men far to cach side. 

In Mexico I once grasped a three 
foot iguana by the tall, and I had my 
strength tested to the utmost to hold 
on for a single minute. Then, without 
warning, the great lizanl went one 
way and I the other. His tail had 
parted company In the middle, and 1 
bad nine fuches of it left in my band. 
Instead of belng fatal to these iguanas, 
fuch an occurrence ts not fnfrequent 
aunt is of the utmost value to them jn 
saving theie lives. 

When alarmed thelr first act Is to 
dive for thelr holes, but when an eagle 
is'making the attnck the swiftness of 
its Might sometimes Intercepts the liz- 
ard, and the bint of prey seizes the 
tong tall which Is the last visible part 
of the Iguana. After a brief struggle 
the eagle flies away with the scaly, 
bony tail tip, which must afford but 
stizht gustatory satisfaction, while the 
iguana secks the deepest part of Its 
Surrow. The short muscles soon close 
the wound, and fn 2 surprisingiy short 
thne a ney tall shoots forth and grows 
toa ly length, ready if need be 
to be sacrificed turn. Sometimes 
two talls grow dut from the. old tail 
stump—surely a superflulty of bless- 
Ings, A weak spot In each tall bone Is 
the cause of the breaking. Thus we 
sce that the tall of the Iguana is in- 
deed an interesting one.—C. Willlam 
Beebe Ia Outing Magazine.

At all our meetings at the Garrick 
aut at Our club Thackeray always 
recized to me, fu spite of bis’Usght hu- 
uuor and bis- habitual nickuame of 
“Thack” among his friends, to be a 
wan apart. a, sad aud highly sensitive 
mana man with whom nobody could 
take a Hberty. 

It was at one of the larger diuners 
of Our. club-it ‘may-bave been ‘a 
Shakéspeare birthday dinuer about the 
year 18G0—that I chanced to sit ucxt 
to Thackeray, and in the Intervals of 
the speeches we bac a good deal of 
quiet talk.

Good Men May Fall Back Into Sin— 
Temptation Ever Present—Need of 


>=, the Only Antidote—Testimony of 
Jebn Gough—God's Mercy Never 
Fails. 


Loa Angeles, Cal., Feb. 16.—That 
the power of evil habit may reassert 
itself after many years and that even 
sei good -man may fall back into sin 

ess divinely fortitied against temp- 
‘tation is the practical lesson of this 
sermon. The text is John vy, 14, “Sin 
ire more leat a worse thing come unto 
thee.” 


Galvinista and Arminians have bat- 
for generations over the question 
whether it is possible for a man who 
thas once been converted to fall into 
sin and be finally lost. The question 
is no nearer a settlement than it was 
a hundred years ago, but [think there 
is one aspect of it in which both would 
agree. Unhappily there is no room 
for dispute about the facts. The 
Methodist points, in proof of his con- 
tention, to men who are sunk in vice 
and degradation, who were once be- 
lieved to be true Christians. The 
Presbyterian sorrowfully admits the 
fact, though he explains it by saying 
that such men were never children of 
God, and they deceived theinselves 
and deceived the church, or else they 
were Christians and will yet be saved 


through discipline that God will use” 


to bring them back to his fold. It is 
ot these men 1 would speak this 
morning. 

We are doxn by the pool of Beth- 
esda, In all probability this was a 
mineral spring, like a Yellowstone 
geyser, Samuel Barnes thinks it may 
have been.

Jesus-saw and had compassion 
on him, he looked so sick and wan 
and helpless. Then Christ cured him. 
Then Jesus mects him afterward in 
the temple and speaks the words of 
my text: “Behold, thou are made 
whole. Sin no more lest a worse thing 
come unto thee.” ae 
* We may wonder what there could 
be worse than the man had endured. 
To lie there day after day for thirty- 
eight years, suffering from paralysis 
oz rheumatism or some other ailment 
that rendered him helpless, was sure- 
jy bad cnough. But Jesus thought 
there were worse things than that 
and they might come upon him if he 
fell into sin. The warming comes with 
additional force to us because we 
have been accustomed to regard the 
miracls as a type of conversion. We 
should therefore ask ourselves in what 


respeet the calamities that come from 
sin af worse than physical helpless- 
ness. 

The Qackslider, in the first place, is 


haunted by the gruesome spectre of a 
poignant, never ceasing remorse, He 
las enjoyed the inspiring hope of 
salvation. He has tasted the ineflable 
sweets of the gospel. He is like the 
prodigal in the far country. He was 
not born of sivine keeping parents.

"Mysterious Shooting Affair on 
Farm Near Dunnville. 


Nine-Year-Old Boy Shot Dead—Found 
by His “Brothers With Bullet 
Wound In Breast — Revolver Lay 
Near at Hand—No Trace of Blood 
—Supposed to Have Been an Acci- 
dent—Was the Cook. 


Dunnville, Feb. 13.—A mysterious 
shooting affair occurred in South Cay- 
uga Township about six miles from 
here about noon yesterday, resulting 
in the death 6f Richard McBay, aged 
9 years. 

The farm where the tragedy occur- 
red is owned by George MeBay, 2 car- 

nter, who lives with his wife in 

uffalo, leaving his three sons, oged 
about 17, Mand 9, to take care of 
the stock and shift for themselves, 

The atory told by the eldest boy is 
that Richard was the cook anid. was 
Teft at the house to get dinner, while 
he and his brother went out to work. 
Ho says hé gave the little fellow a 
shake by the shoulder. telling him te 
do his work better and left him. When 
the two bors returned, nt nine, they 
found dinner partly ready, ‘but Rich- 
ard was nowhere to be seen. In 
searching they: found his body. still 
warm in the bedroom where all three 
boys slept. the two eldest boys on the 
bed, the youngest in a shakedown on 
the floor, A small revolver, which 
was kept under the pillow, lay on the 
bed some six foet away. 

Dr. Door, coroner of Dunnville, was 
called by telephone and visited the 
home. He said there was no trace of 
blood anywhere, .but a smal! bullet 
hole in the centre of the breast, 
through the breast bone, showed the 
~cause of the boy’s death. The cloth- 
ing was -burnt and the flesh about the 
wound showing the fatal shot had 

_beon fired at close range. How it all 
“happened no one can tell.

Pottsville, Pa. Feb. 13.—Twenty- 
eight miners were imprisoned in the 
Midvale Colliery, near Mount Carmel 
yesterday by the breaking of a dam 
of water which had formed in a drift 
which caused a rush of mud into the 
gangway where the men were at 
work. All day long a party of res- 
eners endeavoral to reach the en- 
tombed men, and about 6 p.m. they 
were given encouragement by sounds 
of digging from the inside.

All Mexicans Carry Large Sums of 
* Money on Their Persons. By 
A bank to the Mexican is not to be 


thought of for the handling of small 
amounts. Almost’any Mexican in pro- 


person anywhere between $200 and 
$900. Even the poor Indian in hts 
blanket can more than likely produce, 
more than many forelgners. . ~ 

The ordinary foreigner In Mexico, 
whether tourist or business man !o- 
cated here, carries perhaps $30 to $100 
with him and no more. If a tourist, 
the ‘foreigner will deposit any money 
over that amount be happens to hare 
‘with him ‘in the safe of the hotel at 
which he Is registered: if-a business 
jin, he will carry no more than that 
amount op his person and will give 2 
ebeck for anything over that amount. 
The Spaniard resident fn Mexico Is In- 
clined to carry much larger sums than 
any other foreigner bere, and he will 
often carry sums of money aggresat- 
ing nearly $1,000.

HORRORS OF SWEATSHOPS. 


Father Vaughan Gives Instances ef 
Conditions In London. 

London, Feb, 138.—Father Bernkrd 
Vaughan, a brother of the late Car- 
dinal Vaughan, preaching in the Je- 
suit Church here, during the course 
of a powerful plea in behalf of the 
bill which will come before the House 
of Commons this week, against ‘sweat 
shops,” gave a graphic illustration of 
the manner in which the poor work- 
ers in the cast end of London are 
compelled to live. 

In a small room, he said, that ought 
to be occupied by no more than two 
persons, there were twelve machines 
working all day and late in the even- 
ing. Then the machines were remov- 
ed and straw mattresses laid on the 
floor, men being admitted to sleep, 

At 2.50 in the morning, these men 
were turned into the streets and the 
room ‘te-let to another set of sleepers, 
who were also driven out st 630 a.m.

The late Justice Burbidge had been 
judge of the Exchequer Court of Can- 
ada since 1887, and was the third son 
ot Arnold Shaw) Burbidge, late of 
Cornwallis, King’s County, N.S. He 
married, in 1873, Alice, daughter of 
Henry Maxwell, St. John, N.B.. by 
whom he hed four sons and three 
daughters. He was educated at Aca- 
dia Villa Seminary and at Mount Alli- 
son University and was called to the 
New Brunswick Bar in 1872, to On- 
tario in 1887. Hg was maile Queen's 
Counsel in 18%. He was a member 
of a number of public bodies, inetud- 
ing the Dominion and provincial 
boarda of arbitration, and was deputy 
of the Minister of Justice and solici- 
tor of Indian affairs from 1853 to 1887. 
He wai the author of “A Digest of the 
Criminal Law of Canada.”

Frightful Sufferings of Survivors of 
the Emily Reed. 


Seattle Wash., Feb. 19,.—A deapatels 
from Neah May says: 

The crew of the little six-ton sloop 
Teckla, lying at anchor here, were 
startled Monday uight by a feeble 
hail froma Steel lifeboat drawing up 
slowly in the light breeze. In the 
boat were the forms of four men, 
three living and one dead, survivors 
of the Emily Reed, wreeked off the 
mouth of Nehslem River on the coast 
of Oregon, 200 miles from Neah Ray. 

The dead man was the ship‘s cook. 
‘He had drunk sea water, became de- 
lirious and, succumbed. The three 
living survivors were in frightful con- 
dition... Their tongues were swollen 
from thirst so that at first they could 
scarcely articulate. They had had no 
food since last Sunday night or any 
water since’ they left the wreck of 
the Reed Friday. morning.

the Northwest. 

Mr Wm. Whyte, second vice-presi- 
dent of the C. P. R.. who has recently 
been in Moutreal in connection with 
the work of settling the company’s 
appropristions for railway expendi- 
ture in Western Canada during the 
coming yeor, has now practically 
completa] his work. Thg approprig- 
tiens that have been settled Opon do 
not provide for any new colonization 
Itnes of striking importance, but show 
that the company will confine ite. at 
tention mainly to continuing the work 
it has already begun in thoroughly 
exploring the vast and fertile portions 
ob the provinces of Saskatchewan and 
Atbeita that lie within a distance of 
from two to three hundred miles 
north of the conpany’s main line. 

The principal work decided upon 
for this year, Mc. Whyte announced, 
will’ be the completion of Pheasant 
Hills branch clear through from She- 
ho*to Wetaskiwin, on the Calgary- 
Falmonton line, thus giving the com- 
pany a far shorter route between Ed- 
monton and Winnipeg than it has at 
present, besides openipg up mueh néw 
country. In order To complete this 
line a section of & miles will hate to 
be built from Sheho to Lanigan. 
Fron Lanigan to Asquith, 24 miles 
west of Saskatoon, there is a section 
already completed. From Asquith the 
company will build a stretch of 200 
miles west to Hardisty, at the cross- 
ing of the Battle River, and that will 
complete the Hne, for the rails are 
already laid [rom the Battle River to 
Wetaskiwin.

Often in moving a beavy piece of 
farniture the matting on the oor will 
have an ugly hole torn in {t. The torn 
Place is usually where It fs the most 
noticeable and cannot be cove! with 
a rug. There is x20 excellent way to 
remedy this defect by carping the 
1 Place with raffa of colors to match 
the matting straw. It fe woch better 
thaq threads, and the work cau be 
neatly done. It may be necessary to 
run heavy” cords aéross .the work 
through which the raffa is to he 
woren, The threads are sewed In 
‘place with a large darning needle. 
| Torn places on the edge of matting 
gan be remedied In the same manner. 
It is best to sew matting together with 
a loose stitch, using very heavy Inen 
thread for the purpose, but where this 
cannot be done thea use the regular 
Inatting tacks or ordinary tacks, plac- 
ing first ond side, then the opposite 
ride, to prevent the baggy appearance 
which so often occurs.

Oldest Protestant Church. 

Ly far the oldest public bailding in 
English-speaking Canada, St. Paul's, 
Halifax, is:also the oldest Protestant 
church in’ that: vast region, known 
yesterday as British North America. 
Erected in 1749, at the first settlement 
vt the city, and constructed of tim- 
bets brought from Boston, the old- 
church remains today-in a perfect 
state of preservation and apparently 
good for at least another century. 
it is modelled upon the plan of St. 
Mary's chureh, Vere street, London, 
apd possesses a pair of bells sent 
out frém England, to judge from their 
tone, of very ancient workmanship. 
Underneath the church are extensive 
vaults containing the remains of a 
number of prominent personages, in- 
cluding the two Bishop Inglis, father 
and son. “The vaults gre now closed, 
but are still accessible to anyone of a 
mildly adventurous disposition. 

The church contains between forty 
and fifty mural tablets to deceased 
clergymen, statesmen, and officers of 
the army and navy who have died on 
the station: and a number of “hatch- 
ments” or: “escatcheons” also adorn 
the walls. There is a magnificent 
of solid silver communion 
plates, presented” by “the founder, 
George If. In the vestry bang a 
nutnber of rare and vali e rav- 
ings—Halifax in 1760, Bishop Inglis, 
Rev. Dr. Breynton, the second rector, 
in wig and gown. The vestry minute 
books and registers date about a cen- 
tury and a qquarter back, and are 
most interesting. 

Since its founding St. Paul's 
church has had eight rectors. The 
Present rector, Ven. - Archdeacon 
Armitage, Ph.D., is an Ontario man, 
as was also his predecessor, Rev. Dy- 
son Hague, now of London, Ont. A 
ureat work is being carried on in this 
venerable parish, which, in point of 
inembership and_ parochial activities, 
is the foremosf 4 the Maritime 
Provinees.

‘Who Is Responsible For the Mint-

Scores Leader of Opposition tn Legis- 
lature—Model Schools No Longer 
Needed—Would Pull Reins on Lt. 
quor Traffic—Defends Three-Fifths 
‘Clause .— Claims Pre-Election 
Pledges Have Been Fulfilled. 


Toronto, Feb, 18.—Col: Hugh Clark 
resumed the debate on the address 
yesterday in the Legislature, and was 
the star of the occasion, sparkling by 
his wit as well’a« illuminating by his 
knowledge. 

He made two good points. Much 
Stress had been laid on his speeches 


by. the Opposition leader upon the 
charge that the Government had in- 
troduced legislation which compelled 
the trustees to pay a minimum xal- 
ary. Col. Clark drew attention to the 
fact that when the bill was introduc- 
ed it contained no reference to the 
trustees at all, bit merely made it 
a teacher's duty not to accept lesx 
than the minimum salary. The sug- 
gestion was made on that occasion 
in the House by Hon. Mr. MacKay. 
that the trusteex should be required 
to pay a higher_salary. He went so 
far as to say that if they would not 
pay it the trustees should be penaliz- 
ed. Yet Mr. MacKay had since made 
the charge that the Government, by 
its legislation, had forced the hands 
of the trustees in this respect. when 
the suggestion had actually come from 
himself, : 

T. H. Lennox continued the debate 
With’ a spirited defence of the ¢€ 
ernment’s lands and forest policy, 
and Sam Clarke (West Northumber- 
land) moved the adjournment: of the 
debate. ’ 

The House adjourned at 6. and will 
meet to-~day at 3. but will adjourn 
immediately, as all the members are 
expected to be at Guelph. attending 
the excursion to the Ontario Agri- 
cultural College. » 


Becoming a Habit. 
Col. Hugh. Clark rose at 3.40 to re 
mark that » good deal of water had 





run beneath the bridges since 1906, | 
Tt had become almost a time-honored’; 


and venerated custom to congratulate 
the new leader’ of the Opposition at 
the opening of ench session. (Laugh- 
fer.) At the first session the war horse 
had not been Grmly seated, in the 
saddle. Number two was disposed of 
at the Department of Railways and 
Canals, Last September seventeen 
members of the Opposition had met 
at the Rossin House and elected the 
hon. gentleman whose’ majestic’ form 
now graced the leading seat of the 
Opposition.

of his wit, and he was not surprined 
for he had felt that way himself 

Of Mr. Smith (Sault Ste. Maries lu 
declared he was at least consistent, 
for he was not careful of what he 
said, either in the House or on the 
stump. The Soo Joan*had turned out 
well, but no amount of success would 
ever jastify it. The precedent was 
exceedingly dangerous, and any other 
company in difficulties would have an 
equal right to demand assistance. 

The Model Schools; 

Speaking of;the %chool system, he 
asserted that if the model. schools 
were abolished it would not be the 
teault of merger or anything, but that 
they were no longer needed. and had 
died a natural death. He defended the 
adoption of the new examination sys- 
tem. The leader of the Opposition, 
who went about the country talking 
about the Government, taking the 
school trustees by the throat, was 
the very man at whose request the 
clause he now objected to waa insert- 
ed by the Minister of Education. 

“Personally, FE am in favor of pull- 
ing in the reins on the liquor traffic 
just as fast as the people will allaw 
us to do it,” Col. Clark remarked, in 
defending the three-fifths clause, 
which he considered had not yet had 
a fair trial. He believed, however, 
that the Roblin Government in Mani- 
tuba had.a perfect right to repeal the 
three-fifths yote, which there required 
69 per cent. of the total names on 
the voters’ list. Under the Manitoba 
test local “option would only have 
carried in “two places. in Ontario— 
Millb?ook and the Township of Bruce. 
The new Jaw.in Manitdba required a 
majority of the nares on the ycters" 
list to establish local opti ‘In only 
four places .in Ontario .would: local 
option have carried under, this rule. 

The Government had carried out 
all its pre-election pledges in its first 
term of office. In doing so it had 
made many enemies, by its school 
legislation, by the three-fifths clause, 
and strong and influential enemies 
by demanding for the pcople a share 
of their heritage in the water powera 
of the country, and he was not aware 
how far these antagonisma would he 
exerted against the Government at 
the next election.

No decision has yet 
been reached, but experts continue 
ta study plans for the taking over of 
the Standard Oil Co.’s business ju 
Germany as well as that of its Ru-- 
Sian and Roumanian competitors. 

Baron Von Zedlitz, leader of the 
Free Conservatives in the Prussian 
Diet. who has made a special study 
of the subject, says the empire would 
have to make-an initial outlay of $18.- 
000,000 for .oi] plants, tanks, tank 
steamers and cars, but that yearly 
profita of from $10,000,000 to $12,500,- 
000 could be expected: The baron is 
of the opinion that the Government 
could deal successfully with the prob- 
able refusal of the Standard Oil Co. 
to supply crude petroleum ata rea- 
sonable rate, and he thinks the re- 
quirements of the Government in Am- 
erican oil would be supplied by the 
Texas rivals of the Standard Co.

Ottawa, Feb. 21—The bill respect- 


ing the French treaty was given its 
second reading last night after a 
lengthy discussion. At midnight the 
House adjourned and the bill will 
be taken up in committee again to- 
day. 

The Opposition sharply criticized 
the main features of the convention, 
Messrs, . Smith — (Wentworth) and 
Cackshutt (Brantford) analyzed the 
treaty from the standpoint of busi- 
hess men, and declared that the ad- 
vantage gained by France was in the 
proportion of 5 to 1 to that gained 
by Canada, While it was adinitted 
the agricultural implement. industry 
would gain, the Opposition to the 
treaty claimed this would) be more 
than offset by the loss to the grape- 
growing industry, 

Claude Macilonell (Toronto) object- 
ef to the direct shipment feature, 
while Mr, Borden devoted his time to 
the claim of the Ministry, that a de- 
parture had been made in respect to 
our -treaty-making powers, : 

There was no division on the se- 
cond reading, it being outside the 
power of the House to amend the 
treaty in the slightest particular. 

Treaty Favors France. 

Dr. Daniel commenced by saying 
that outside of the sentimental aspect 
of the question there was a business 
side. He thought the convention 
might’ well be called “a treaty. to 
facilitate importa of French manufac 
tures ‘into Canada." In the French 
Chamber practically the only criti- 
cism offered was with regard to items 
of boots and shoes, and aa to the 
value of Canadian manufactures .im- 
ported into France was only $441 in a 
year, it could not be claimed that the 
treaty was much to the disadvantage 
of French manufactures. There was 
f great disparity between our exports 
to and imports from France, figures 
for nine months being $6,679,H9 of 
French goods imported and $1,409,572 | 
of Canadian goods exported to France. 

Special treatment had been given to 
articles of exclusively French mand- 
facture, while there was no provision 
for exportation to France of special 
products of ‘Canadian soil. 

Proprietory Medicines. 

Regarding proprietary medicines, 
Dr. Daniel showed that while we im- 
port to the value of $40,000 yearly 
from France, we had not the power to 
export a single dollar’s worth of these | 
medicines fo France. Absinthe, a par- 
ticularly _.dangerouy decoction of 

! French manufacture, was given spe- 
cial treatment under the new tariff. 

Dr. Daniel feared the reduction of ! 
the duty on light wines would have 
n seriqus: effect on the Canadian 
srape-growing industry. More than 
one-tiltd of the grapes grown in Can- 
ada were converted into wine. France, 
he declared, had got much the better 
of us. She had been given real ad- 
vantages of trade, while we must look 
to the future for any advantages that 
may comne to us. He, however, com- 
mended the direct shipment feature 
of the treaty. 

Stable Tariff Needed. . 

Claude Macdonell asserted that the 
people of Canada desired a stable 
tariff. The various forms of tariff 
were creating an unrest and insecur- 
ity among the established industries 
of the country, which was bound to 
have a serious effect. ‘ 

The new treaty did not extend ad- 
vantages to products unloaded at the 
great lakes ports. He had seen direct 
vessels discharging cargoes at Toronto, 
while the treaty givea preference only 
to direct shipments to sea and river 
ports. ‘This was not the time to en- 
force the port to port clause. The 
facilities were not adequate as there 
were only two boats in seven weeks. 

There was an apparent intention of 
the framers of the treaty to benefit 
the port of Montreal without consider- 
ing the interests of western importers. 
Mr, Macdonell protested t the 
making of treaties or ection of 
channels of transportation by order in 
council. Toronto importers desired 
more freedom of choice of port of en- 
try, and in the interests of these im- 
porters and those of other sections of 
"the country, there ought to be achange | 
in this respect. Unfortunately, we 
were so situated that during excep-, 
tional winters shipments by way of 
St. John vere delayed, to the loss of 
business.

When the Nose Bleeds. . 

When the nose ft Diecding never hold 
it over a basin or hold the head down 
In any way. This only causes foriher 
rush of blood to the broken tissues iu 
the nose. The heail should be held up 
and back, the Sow being caught in 
handkerchiefs or cloths. One of the 
most effective and simple means of 
checking a nosebleed is to press on the 
upper lip. Near the under surface of 
the Up runs the artery that supplies 
the Interior nazal passages where the 
ruptures occur. If this is pressed the 
Sow of blood is mechanically checked, 
thus allowing the blood around the 
broken tissues -to congeal and seal up 
the opening. If merely pressing with 
the finger does not succeed, place a 
wad of paper under the lip and fold 
the Up-over it, holding down tight, 
says Woman's Life. Again, if this does 
not succeed and a drug store is near, 
get some adrenalin, saturate a plece of 
cotton with it and apply to the Interior 
of the nose from where the blood 
Sows.

A CULINARY WRINKLE. 


The Art of Properly Cooking a Vir- 
ginia Ham. 

Select 2 ham, not too large, that has 
been cured at least two years, Netiove 
the sacking; scrub the ham with a stiff 
brush In cold watér till perfectly clean. 
Then put the bam to soak, skin side 
up, In enough cold water to covér It to 
the depth of four or five Inches} leay- 
ing it to soak twelve hours, changing 
Water once. . 

In the morning remove the ham 
from the water; wipe it thoroughly 
clean with a coarse, damp cloth; put 
it In a big ham boiler, skin side up. 
over a slow fire, with enoush cold wa- 
ter to cover it sereral inches; add a 
large Spanish onion, cut In halves, a 
large Mexican pepper, three bay icaves, 
a big lemon cut in halves, three table- 
spoonfuls of tarrazon vinegar aud two 
tablespoonfuls of cider. vinegar. 

Corer the kettle and let the ham 
cook very slowly till the flat bone may 
be easily removed by just touching It 
with a fork. Let the ham get nearly 
cold In the water In which it was boll- 
ed; then carefully litt it out. place It in 
a dripping pan, remore the skin care- 
fully, score the fat orer the top In dia- 
mond shapes, sprinkle with sugar, 
place it In a moderate oven anil let it 
brown orer the top, Then put it where 
it will cool. 

Do not cut the ham until the second 
day after it has been cooked. 


BEAUTY HINTS. 
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Long, straggling hairs which give an 
appearance of roughness to the ere-

half as long as a new one, put it aside, 
as it Is not worth the exertion. 

Do not for a moment think this artl- 
cle fs written to discourage the thrifty 
and lead them into extravagance, be- 
cause some of the prettiest gowns 
ever seen were made over anid s0 
skillfully arranged that the most sus- 
pecting could never have told just

Ross Tried to Carry Party to Prohibi- 
tion—Caucus Turned Him Down— 
Ontario Looking For Cheap Power 
—Studholme Scores Immigration— 

‘Work of Salvation Army — Mr. 
Ferguson's Maiden Speech. 


* Toronto, Feb, 21.—Despite the ef- 
forts of the Prime Minister, Hon. Mr. 
Whitney, to make* progress, the .de- 
bate in the Legislature gocs over in- 
to another week. Mr. Allan Stud- 
holme, ‘‘the Labor party."’ got the 
floor yesterday afternoon and con- 
tinued his siddress to a late hour 
last night, when the Opposition leader 
moved the adjournment. On Tues- 
day Hon. Mr. Mackay will speak and 
the Prime Minister will wind up the 
debate. 

Mr: Sam Clarke (Northumberland) 
resumed the debate. It had cost the 
Province % good deal to get his hon- 
or’s address and consequently it waa 
fitting to give it full consideration. 
He reminded the Provincial Treasur- 
er that he ‘didn't have to work” for 
that. part of his surplus: which was 
represented in the increased subsidy 
from the Dominion. He commended 
the idea of the experimental farming 
station in New Ontario to test the 
possibilities of the country, and he 
thought it would be fairer on the part 
of the Government to delay rushing 
settlers into the new country until its 
agricultural possibilities hawt been 
fully determined. 

Passing on over the clauses in the 
speech from the throne, Mr. Clarke 
availed himself of the reference te 
the report of the committee that tour- 


ed Europe looking into asylum con- | 
ditions to pay tribute to Hon. Dr. | 


Willoughby and express regret at his 
continued serious illness. 
“T can’t see what g 
Government have done. 
Clarke. ¢ “They have

proved 
selves good collecting agents, that's 


all. They have reaped in the re- 
wards of the good work of thow abo 
went before them.” 

The interest which had developed 
in the progress of New Ontario, Mr, 
Clarke, declared, was largely attri- 
butable to Mr. C. N. Sinith, member 
for Sault Ste. Marie. So long as the 
Government followed his advice and 
“stole his clothes’ ¢they would not, 
f#» far wrong. 

Referring to the spoils syatem, Mr. 
Clarke said last time he liad referred 
to it one of- the hon. gentlemen oppo- 
site had reminded him that he had 
“a friend with a job." “So I've 
been very quiet ever since,” added 
Mr. Clarke amid laughter, 

Mr. Preston (Durham)—“‘And he’s 
still got the job.”* ‘ y 

Mr. Clarke, amid laughter—‘Yes. 
yea, that’s it. He's still got the job.” 

Continuing the member fer Naurth- 
umberland read.from The News of 
March, 1906, to show that the Govern: 
ment had dispensed with hundreds of 
justices of the peace, license com- 
missioners . and inspectors, fishery 
overseers, division cour elerks and 
bailiffs, and issuers of marriage 
licenses. ; 

“I see.” he added, “that they huve 
added over 800 issuera of marriage 
licenses, Well, I think that’s wise, 
for this is leap year.” (Laughter.) 

Mr. Clarke wanted to know why 
all the plaudits from the private 
benches of the Conservatives were for 
the Minister of Mines and the Pro- 
vineial Secretary. Of the others noth- 
ing was heard. 

“What would become of this coun- 
try if those two men died?" he asked 
“If the good Lord took them, though 
{ don’t think He needs them.” 
(Laughter.) 

“E am sorry the Minister of Power 
is not here,” he was proceeding 
when Hon. Adam Beck, who waa con- 
ferring with the Premier at the. sidu 
of the membership benches, spoke up 
“Here he is.” MY 3 

“IT want to tell him,’ continued 
Mr. Clarke, “‘that the people of To- 
ronto and Western Ontario are still 
Soking for cheap power, and the wst- 
ers of Niagara are flowing on un- 
caged. Three yeara of time hes been 
taken up by the Government on the 
power policy, and nothing his been 
done yet.” 

Referring to the temperance ques- 
tion, Mr. Clarke declared that the 
license laws were no better enforces 
than under the old Government. Mr. 
Whitney, he said, had promised ma: 
jority rule and a square deal, instead 
he gave them the three-fifths handi- 
cap. “IT want to say,”” he announced, 
“that the Premier deceived the pee 
ple on the teipperance question.” — 

Mr. Clarke undertook to tell a lit 
tle inside history. “‘“Hon. G. W. Ross. 
he said, “had gfedged himself to 
Miss Temperance and*he honestly in-. 
tended marrying her, (Laughter.) But 
he got into difficulty.” When he came 
tu the caucus he had determined to 
stake all on the prohibition issue, to 
go in for it off his own bat. But hp 
only had three of a majority and his 
associates were not willing to go with 
him. ‘His difficulties prevented him 
from fulfilling. his promise."" 

Mr. A. Ferguson (Cardwell) follow- 
ed from the Government benches 
with his maiden address, 

He expressed surprise and regret 
that ‘the “Opposition was aggrieved 
over the introduction of legislation 
giving the settlers timber,and mineral 
rights. That view had been held’ by 
Mr. Ferguson and his constituents 
for years. The Minister of Agriculture 
was to be commended for his efforts 
to procure efficient farm laborers and 
to discourage the immigration of use- 
leax foreigners. The farmers were 
willing. to pay good wages to those 
who did their work well. , 

As a view member Mr. Ferguson 
was surprised to hear that the oniy 
one thing the Opposition had brought 
against the Government was the pur- 
chase of a supposed blind mare. Mr 
Ferguson declared that eight foals of 
this mare had -sold for $25,000. in 
Scotland, the home of the Clydesdala.

' TO ESCAPE UNPOPULARITY. 


Probable Reason Says Bowell For 
Trial: of Japanese Cases. 

‘Ottawa, Feb. 22—In the Senate Sir 
Mackeatio Bowell asked why the Dc- 
partment of Justice had instructed its 
British Columbia agentr to appeal the 
cane of the two J: arrested for 
violation of the Natal Act. 

Sir Mackenzie said that it looked 
like an effort to escape the un) < 
larity which would attach to the dis- 
allowance of the act by leaving it to 
the courts to possibly decide that the 
legislation was ultra vires. 

Hon. Mr. Scott replied that the 
Governtmnent had given the order for 
the defence of the prisoners, becanse 
it felt that it was the duty of Canada 
to protect Japanese when arrested in 
violation of treaty rights. That had 
been done in thia case and that the 
act was ultra vires was indicated by 
the 6th section of the B.N.A. Act. 
which declared that a provinee could 
10t pasa inunigration legislation in 
evnflict with federal legislation. ° 

“If the courts hold that the Natal 
Act is not uftra vires, will the federal 
Government then disallow it?" axked 
Senator Lougheed. 

Hon. Mr. Scott said he could not 
advise in advance of the case arising 
what the action of the Government 


would be.

SHOT DEAD AT ALTAR 


Terrible Crimb in Catholic Church 
During Divine Service. 








Priest Victim of Anarchist’s Fury— 
Man Was Kneeling to Receive the 
Sacrament at the Time—Pressed 2 
Revolver Close to His Body—Panic 
In the Church — Crowd Threaten 
Vengeance Against Murderer. 


Deaver, Colo., Feb. 24.—Father Leo 
Heinrichs was shot and killed yes- 
terday by Alio Guizeppe, an avowed 
anarchist and pricat hater, while the 
priest. wns administering the anacra- 
ment at the early mass in St. Eliza- 
beth’s Roman Catholic Church. 

Kneeling at the altar rail, between 
two women, Guizeppe presset the 
muzzle of a revolver against the body 
of the priest, after receiving from 
him the conseerated water, and slict 
the pciest through the heart, 

Exclaiming, “My God, my God," 
Father Leo fell prone in front of the 
altar and died. 

With an inarticulate scivam, the 
assassin #prang into the aisle amd 
waving the smoking pistol about his 
head alashed to the church door. For 
aimmoment the hundred or more per- 

sons in the church were dazzict!. 

Then a woman shricked and the eon- 

Rregation became panic-stricken. Sey- 

eral women fainted and many others 

became hysterical. Several men, in- 
cluding Patrolman Daniel Cronin, 
started in pursuit of the murderer, 

Policeman Cronin overtook the fles 

ing Italian on the church steps. 

Guizeppe atteznpted to shoot -the 

, policeman, but was. ioiled and over- 
powered after a desperate struggle, in 
which several men assisted the officer. 

The murderer was hurriedly remoy- 
el to the city jail, “As threats of sum- 
mary vengeance by men who collect- 
ed in front of the church, Chief of 
Police Michael Delaney, called out the 
reserve force of patrolmen, who + 
kept on guard all day and last night. 

~ Before the eeptiny 5 caused by the 
tragedy subsided, the Franciscan 
brothers connected witlr the St. Eliza- 
beth’s Church silently brought candles 
for the dead and placed them. besides 
the body of their superior, where he 
lay. /By direction of Bishop Matz the 
chyreh was closed for the day. 
~ SA-wingle bullet hole in the white 
communion robes of the priest show- 
ed that the lead had gone straight to 
the heart. The bullets remaining in 
Guizeppe’s revolver had sharpened 
points.

killed outright or ieightfully injured. 

The runaways brought up at the 
livery stables of George Young, from 
whom they had been hired the night 
‘fore to take a party of men and 
girls to a basketball game at Nyack. 
Returning in the cdfly hours of the 
day the wagon load of merrymakers 
Was run down at a West Nyack 
crossing by an Ontario A Western 
Dassenger express train. Four of the 
party were instantly killed, two died 
while, beiug removed to the Hudson 
Colnty Hospital at Hoboken, N.J.. 
aud the other three lie in a serious 
condition nt that institution. 

At the hospital last night it was 
stated that the outcome of the in- 
jured could not be predicted for sev- 
eral hioura. Of the three the condition 
of Miss Bird was said to be the most 
desperate. 

The Spring Valley basketball team 
and eleven supporters drove to 
Nyack, occupying two carriages. The 
party of sixteen included six. young 
Indies. The teams started for home. a 
half hour apart. As the, first wagon 
load approached the crossing at West 
Nyack the southbound mountain ex- 
Press running over the West Shore 
road came in sight.

The gateman says 
he lowered the gates and at the same 
time waved a warning tothe metry- 
makers, whose. shouts of laughter 
could be heard as their horees came 
galloping along.

George A. Witzhof, the world’s 
champion digamiat, who is 
with having 500 wives. i€VE to 
be under arrest at Bristo), England.

Witzholf is declared by those who 
are familiar with. his exploita to be 
the most remarkable bigamist. that 
ever lived. His knowledge of women 
is without a flaw and. compared with 
his slippery methods, the lovemaking 
of the unlamented Johann Hock was 
a cumbersome and awkward effort. 
Hock spent the best years of his life 
in the accumulation of fifty wives 
while his distinguished contemporary 
seems to have. been able to increase 
his list of better, halves at the! raw 
of two or three a week for a period 
of five years.

Education Bill Again Introduced 


Balfour Leads a Bitter Attackon New Measure—Two 


in the Imperial House. 





Classes of Schools to Recelve State Assistance—If 


fejected May Mean Total Abolition of Religious 
instruction—Churchmen Indignant. 


, 


London, Feb, 25.--The new educa- 
tional bill was introduced in the 
House of Commons yesterday by 
Reginald McKenna, president of the 
Board of Education. The bill regulates 
the conditions under which public 
money may be applied in aid of ele- 
mentary education in England anc 
Wales. The House of Commons was 
crowded for the occasion. 

The new incasure is not a4 conten- 
tious as the Birrell educational bili 
of 1906, which the House of Lord- 


threw into the waste-paper basket 
without ceremony. The two maim 


principles embodied in the new bill, 
are that there shall be complete pub- 
lic control of the elementary schools 
by locally elected bodies, and that 
there shail be no denominational test» 
in the appointment of teachers. 

In apenking of the bill, Mr. Me- 
Kenna aasid, that failure tw pass the 
Ministerial proposal would give a 
most powerful impetus to the move- 
ments to accure the total. abolition of 
religious instruction in the schools. 

Mr. McKenna exptained that under 
this bill there would be two kinds cf 
schools receiving state assistance. 
The first and predominant would be 
the public elementary school, provid- 
ed for by the public, controlied by 
the public, and managed by the pub- 
lic, while the second and exceptional 
type would be the voluntary schools 
which are supported by the various 
denominations. The latter, if not car- 
ried on for profit, would be given ¢x- 
chequer grants in aid, but they would 
receive no support from the rates. 
The local authorities have to provide 
simple Bible instruction in all the 
elementary schoots, ~ but the school 
buildings would be available after 
school hours for denominational in- 
struction by volunteer teachers, the 
pupil voluntarily staying over for such 
teachings. € 

A. J. Hullour attacked the bill. bit- 
terly, and in spite of the modifica- 
tions introduced by Mr. McKenna, i* 
is apparent that the Conservatives and 
the churchmen ittend to wage a3 Uh- 
compromising a war upon the present 
measure as they did upon the Birrell 
bill of 1906.

uf all modern igngusges Engiish te 
undoubtedly the most difficult to ac 
In adgition to the onllnary 
pitfalls of forfns and kKiloms that en- 
trip the foreigner struggting for mas- 
tery of a strange tongue, there is one 
sv pecullar to ours that nothing eveo 
remotelr similar preseuts itself In any 
other language, whether ancient or 
reodern. 

This ts the paradoxical word, the 

worl which has two mean!ngs diamet- 
tically opposed to cach other, it Is 
not enough that, with all the wealth 
of words borrowed from half a score 
of other languages, we must impose a 
‘double and offen a multiple burden on 
some poor litte monossiabie worl 
like “zet," for iustance, whose mean- 
ings are legion.

| . THE’ OPERA.. 


| tt Appears te Have Originatéd In italy 
In the Year 1600. 

| ‘The way Streatfelld, author of “The 
Opera,” traces the development of op- 
era through the centuries Is most clear 
and concite and leaves rou with the 
impression thst upon the matter of 
history, at any rate, be is master of 
bis subject. Opera, it is shown, was 
the result of an attempt made by 
rome Florentine amateurs to revive 
' the lost glories of Greek tragedy. They 
failed to get back to the conditions of 
Athenian drama, but In failing ther 
unconsciously laid the foundations of 
a new art form which soon worked 
itself Into the affections of the jo- 
ple. The beginnings of opera might 
be sakl to date from the year 1600, 
when a public performance was given 
in Florence of Peri's “Euridice™ tn 
Es of the marriage of Maria de 





Medici and Henry 1V. of France. This 
work consists almost entirely of ac- 
companied recitative, which was the 
invention of these Florentine reform- 
ers, and the volees were accompanied 
by a “violin, cihltszrone (a large guitar), 
Mra grande, linto grosso and gravicem- 
balo or harpsichonl, which filled In 
the barinvnies indicated by the figured 
bass.” It Is interesting to know that 
in this very primitive work the com- 
poser tried to follow as closely as por- 
sible in his music the -oniluary Infiec- 
Uons of the speaking volce. Monte- 
j terde, who was a contemporary of 
| Verl, but whose frst opera was pro- 
pauced some seven years after “Eurid- 
fe made a simWar effort to recon-

Supremacy on Seas. 

W. T. Stead, whose utterances on 
naval armament have been given 
world-wide publicity, especially since 
the departure of the American battle 
ship fleet for the Pacific, is out in an- 
other signed article in The London 
Chronicle, in which he insists that 


British naval supfemacy is necessary $ 


to the life of the nation. 

Tn all his comparisons and sugges- 
tions it is noted he eliminates the 
American navy {rom hj ions, 

use he ite of no cir- 
cumstances which would cause the 
ses States and-Great Britain to 


“We may take it as common 
ground,” he says, “that the whole 
British nation is unanimous in be- 
lieving that the present relative su- 
periority of our navy over all other 
navies of the world, always excepting 
the American, with which we do not 
enter into competition, is indispens- 
able for the safety of these islands 
and the protection of the Empire. 
With such a supreme navy we can 
continue to exist as an independent 
sovervign state, and We can escape 
remy from the plague of con-crip- 
* tion. 


+ Navy Tax to Escape Blood Tax. 


“We pay for our navy tax to secure 
our safety and to escape the blood tax. 
ft follows that if the status quo repre- 
sents safety, we must maintain that 
status quo if we would maintain our 
recunty, If we can nraintain it by a 
mutual agreement on. the part of the 
leading naval powers proportionately 
to reduce their naval expenditure 1 
should be only too delighted to cut 
down the naval estimates by millions. 
If we could prevent any increase of 
naval expenditure beyond the high 
water mark of 1907 I Should be quite 
content. In either case, whether by 
preportionate reductigns or by an 
aceeptance of the stand still proposi- 
tion, we should secure the mainten- 
ance of the status quo, which secures 
us safety by our naval supremacy 
and insures us against universal com- 
pulsory military service. 

“It was to gain’ this end that in 
is99 and in 1907 at The Hague 1! did 
my utmost to secure an international 
arreement that would have rendered a 

‘ar-my-neighbor competition im- 
possible. We failed. We had reduced 
: British naval expenditure; we offer- 
ed to reduce it still more. Qur over- 
tures were rejected. We were told 
more or lesa politely that our supreme 
naval position could receive no inter. 
national’ guarantee, and that if we 
wished to maintain it we would have 


fo secure it in the future. ax we have j 


in the past, by the old process of 
spending money. To this we replied 
that we were exceedingly sorry for 
the decision that had been arrived at. 
but. of course, if they would not let 
us keep the statux quo by arrange- 
ment, we should in the future. as in 
the past, keep it not less speurely by 
competition. eh A 
Increase of German Navy. 


“We were also’ told at The Hague

armaments before -establishing good 
relations with our neighbors was te

I do not wish to exaggerate the signi- 
ficance ol this increase, Tt is obvious 
that the program was prepared when 
the relations hetween the two em- 
pires were innch less friendly than 
they are ‘toalav. _ Estimates and pro- 
grains, especially in a nation so me- 
thodically as the Germans, cannot be 
cut down at a moment's notice. But 
whatever,may he the explanation the 
fact remains. We have cut down the 
British estimates, and it_is now pro- 
posed to increase the German esti- 
mates by, £3,000,000.a year. 


England Needs More Warships. 


“Now, what have we to do. under 
these circumstances? We can-do one 
of two things. We can cither ignore 
the increased expenditure of our 
neighbora or we can-meet it in such 
a way-as to maintain the status quo. 
If we have to maintain the status quo, 
whichiis roughly that of two to one, 
then for every new Dreadnought Ger- 
many, builds we must build two. If 
we do.not do this, then the Germans 
will, to the extent of £3,000,000 a 
year, alter the existing status quo to 
their advantage and to our detriment. 
Can we afford tu accept such a posi- 
tion? To ask this question ix to an- 
swer it. We cannot afford to be an 
empire on suffrance. 

“The inevitable and immediate -re- 
sult of ang\ serious alteration of the 
status quo to our disadvantage would 
be enormously to strengthen the agi- 
tation in favor of universal military 
service. It,;may* be and is a hateful 
necessity to spend millions on the 
navy. but it as a far more hateful 
necessity to spent many more mil- 
tions in a system of univenal military 
service. Fron a pounds, shillings, ynd 
penes point of view, it is checper to 
zpend on the navy than‘an the anny. 
Not only cheaper but more effective. 
For even if we had a fully trained 
army of 4,000,000 of men, we could

half a dozen peppercorns, three cloves 
and a binde of mace, with salt to sea- 
son. - Cover and simmer twenty min. 
utes and serve. This sauce may serve 
as the foundation for the bordelabse 
Sauce or may be varied Gy adding 
wine, lemon juice or mushrooms, thus 
making mauy different sauces with 
the saine foundation.

Premier Whitney Shows Splen- 


did Record of Work Done 


All Cicsed Up But Law Reform—Makee 








Close to Debate on Address—Leaders Hold Fioor 
and Outlines Policies—Mr. MacKay Says Fol- 


lowers Have Not Deserted Him. - 





Toronto, Feb. 36.—“What have we 
done?” enquired Mr. Whitney, in cloe- 
ing the debate in the Legislature yes- 
terday with the air of a man reading 
with an answer, 

When he had occupied the office of 
Attorney-General for the first four 
months of the present Parliament he 
had acted as a policeman and closed 
the pool rooms. That was a mile- 
stone. : 

The Government had cut off from 
the statute book the act which auth- 
orized it and there would be no num- 
bered ballot in future. 

The? had appropriated large sums 
and reorganieed the university. 

They had dealt with the public 
schools and-the County Councils Act. 

They hal showed that the license 
law could be enforced, and what was 
of more importance, that it would be 
enforced as long as the Government 
was in office. 3 

They had almost completed the T. & 
N. OJ Railway. 

They had, through the Provincial 
Treasurer, managed to ¢ell $3,000,000 
of railway bonds to the people of the 
province, bankers, farmers and busi- 
ness men, at par, without a dollar of 
expenditure, except $2,000 for adver- 
tising. and, if the hon. members 
would not take it ainiss, without any 
$25,000 commission. 

Law reform was the only question 
left which the Opposition to the late 
Government. had indicated they want- 
mi to legislate upor. Every other 
question had been disposed of. There 
would be no law reform bill this sea- 
sion, however, as it was not desir- 
able to hurry in such a matter, and 
the resolutions would have to be thor- 
oughly , discussed. 

MacKay Was Subdued. 

Hon. A. G. MacKay closed the de- 
bate for the Opposition in a very able 
speech, subdued in tone and almost 
diffident in manner, becoming to his 
position in the first official effort 2s 
lender of his party. Those who had 
not heard him previousiy might have 
left disappointed, but his followers 
took courage behind the quiet confi- 
dence and masterly grasp that Mr. 
Mackay exhibited in handling a sit 
nation which by. common consent is 
one of the most difficult a public man 
was ever called upon-to assume, 

He noted the desire of the Opposi- 
tion not to make political speeches, 
but. as Mr. Harcourt had done, sug- 
gestive speeches, taking up important 
topies like that of technical educa- 
tion, The speeches of the Government 


.membera had been on a pretty high 


level, but he resented the suggestion 
that he had not « united party behind 
him. That statement was vot in ac- 
cordance with the facts. 

Holding His Own. 

In reply to the taunt that his party 
was leaving him, Mr. MacKay first 
pointed out that the retiring mem- 
bers in West Kent, East Huron and 
South Brant had announced theie in- 
tention before he was selected as 
Teader, and not one was leaving on 
account of the present leadership. 
(Opposition applause.) In contrast 


to the narrow spirit of such a view,. 


he owed it to the press of the province 
to say that they had treated him fair- 
ly and decently and handsomely ax 
any public man could expect. * 

With respect to the expected sur- 
plus of $500,000, announced by Mr. 
Donovan, he pointed out that the 
estimated excess of receipts in last 
year’s budget was $1,093,156. More- 
over, when the historic channels were 
considered, through which the revenue 
flowed, and the debates remembered 
in’ which those channels were dug, 
the Liberal party might congratulate 
themselves upon any surplus that 
might acerue. 

Tn the three acts passed by the Lib- 
eral party, the Succession Duties Act; 
the Supplemental Revenue Act and 
the Brewers’ and Distillers’ Act, they 
had the origin of $9,000,000 of revenue, 
and if scarcely # matter of congratu- 
lation from the party standpoint, the 
provincd®vould appreciate the fact 
that during the year $675,000 flowed 
in revenue as a reanit of the Liberal 
policy. 

Mr. MacKay expressed regret that 
a comprehensive scheine of law. re- 
form would not be brough down this 
session, but Premier Whitney object- 
ed to the inference he drew from. the 
elause in the Government resolutions 
respecting communications to be had 
With the Imperial and Dominion Goy- 
ernmenta. 

For Model Schools. te 

Mr. MacKay attacked the poliey of 
abolishing the model schools. Those 
pupils who went there fisst were bet- 
ter fit for attendance at the normal 
schools afterwards.

days in winter. Moreover, ‘I think ft 
very questionable whetber It is desir 
able to bare the snow lie on crass late 
in the spring. I prefer to have my 
gTass and clorer get as early a stat in 
the spring as ts possibie.

Hibernation of Boll Weevils. 

It has been often noticed that In a 
wooded country bol! weevils appear 
first In spring along the borders of 
Helds next to the woods and gradually 
work inward from the edges, so that 
it scems probable that in a 
country most of them hibernate in 
woodland. Around outbuildings and 
Uarns also are found favorable places, 
as there are always more or-iess rab- 
bish and protection In such situations, 
In 1906 more than fire times as many 
weevils were Cound in a piece of cote 
ton near the Texas State college barn, 
where cotton had been grown the pre- 
vious year, than were found In any 
other locality In that nelghborbood, it 
is also noticeable that weevils are al- 
ways more numerous near gins than 
ata distance from them. Unfortunate 
ly where much rubbish and grass are 
present and where the soil remains 
loose and is not packed by rains large 
numbers of the weeriis winter in the 
cotton fields.

since the use of powder upon fighting 


ships has there been such danger to 
the magazines as exists in every bat- 
tieship and armored cruiser in the 
American feet. It is a first principle, 
recognized even in the days of wooden 
frigates, that powder must not be 
passed directly up to the gun deck 


through a vertical shatt The open 


of the United States battleship 
is the violation of this principle in 
the practice of the world. 5 

The open turret is d conical shaft 
leading straight down Into the boll of 
the abip. At the top of this shaft the 
powder is loafied into the heavy gun. 
At its bottom is.the handling room, 
where the powder is delivered from 
the magazine. Around this handling 
room and opening directly into It are 
the magazines. 

The guns In the turret are fired with 
charges of smokeless powder. This 
powder is a hard, round substance, of 
a composition which looks not unlike 
celluloid. Its grains—in the charges 
for the hearlest gun—are cylinders 
about the size of a spool of thread. 
These grains of powder when uncon- 
fined do not explode if they are set on 
fire, but are consumed Uke fizzing fire- 
crackers. Now, under present cond!- 
tions at least, a certain number of ac- 
cidents in loading and firing guns can 
be counted on. When these occur the 
burning powder grains will fall straight 
down into the handling room, The 
charges in the handling room will be 
set on fire and the whole turret will 
Le filled at once with a poisonous, 
flaming gas that destroys life imme 
diately and even meits the softer met- 
ata Three times already by a miracle 
American ships have been saved from 
the explosion of their magazines be- 
cause of this kind of acchent.—Henry 
Reuterdahl in McClure’s. 





The Blue Eye and the Mosquitoes. 

‘The “blue eye,’ so called on account 
of the brilliant bive of Its iris, is a 
small fish one and a half to two inches 
long, ving In shallow Australian wa- 
ters, but the creature has becn made 
very big in importance by the discor- 
ery of Count Birger Moerner, Swedish 
consul, that it subsists on mosquito 
larvae. After some difficulty enough of 
the fishes have been captured and sent 
to Naples to test thelr possible infin- 
ence in altering the condition of the 
malarious swamps and marshes of 
Italy. To science the fish is known as 
Peendomugil signifier, and it belon.

Vibration on Steamships. 

Some sarpriee and disappointment 
have been expressed by passengers on 
tarbine propelled ships that vibration, 
although it has been greatly reduced, 
has not been entirely eliminated from 
these vessels. In couskiering thts sub- 
ject it inay be as well to state at once 
that no matter what kind of engine be 
used vibration never will be eliminat- 
ed from steamships driven by screw 
propeiicrs. The hull of 2 steamship Is 
a highly elastic structure and there- 
fore pectularly sensitive to any forces 
tending to set up vibration. These 
forces may be broadly disided foto 
three kinds—the impuct of the waves, 
the unbalanced moving weights of the 
engines and certain inequalities in the 
“thrust of the propelierx. — Scientific 
American. 





Hunting the Head Hunters. 

Ali efforts to subdue the “head hunt- 
ers” of Formosa by the Japavese bhay- 
Ing been unsuccessful, a campaign of 
extermination has been entered upon, 
and now when a company of head 
hhuoters is located the place is sur- 
rounded by a wire fence.

There 
are about 100,000 of these bead hunt- 
ers infesting the eastern coast of the 
island, and all efforts to make them 
desirable citizens have failed. They 
recently lared a party of 300 Japanese 
and Chinese into an ambush and kill.

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MODERN CRUSOES, 
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Castaways’ Perilous Voyage 
Flimsy Coracle. 

The wreck ofthe British barane 

Dundonald, and the adventures of the 

survivors of the crew on Disappoint- 


ment Island, in the Antarctic, where 


they lived for eight months before the 
New Zealand exploring vessel Hine- 
moa rescued them, form one of the 
most tragic and romantic narratives 
in.the annal3 of the sea. The men 
were rescued on Nov. 16 last, but the 
full story has only now, come from 
New Zealand. 

The Dundonald, with a crew of 
twenty-eight men, left Sydney for Fal- 
mouth jn February, 1907. 

She was so long unspoken and un- 
reported that her reinsurance rate 
gradually rose to big. figures at 
Lloyd's. It was’ thought she had 
‘met trouble off Cape Horn. At last 
she was posted as missing, and the 
Board of Trade were actually issuing 
death certificates to the relatives of 
the crew when a cable from New 
Zealand briefly’ announced that fil- 
teen survivors had been picked up in 
the Auckland Islands. 

It appears the Dundonald met very 
bad weather right from Sydney, and 
soon after midnight on March\6 she 
struck one of the Auckland Islands. 


On Disappointment Island. 


At daybreak it was seen by a.dozen 
men who had sought safety in the 
foretop that four others were ashore. 
They had landed via the jigger mast. 
A line was made fast between the cliff 
and the foretopgallant ‘yard, and the 
men in the foretop landed also, hand 
overthand. ‘The captain and, the rest 
had vanished. 

The Auckland Islands, it should be 
explained. form a little aretipelaey 
between New Zealand and. the~ice- 
wall of the Antarctic. More forlorn 
and barbarous places are not known 
to sailors. 

Once one island of the group was 
inhabited. That was during the time 
of the Great Southern Whale Fishery. 
But the fishery failed and the lonely 
station was deserted in the eariv 
fifties. Since then the place has been 
unvisited except by castaways. The 
smaller islands are but barren rocks. 

The condition’ of the wretched mn 
of the Dundonald, cast ashore on one 
of the lesser islands, was dire. They 
had escaped with hardly any clothes; 
the man who had a jacket was lucky. 
They could make no fire to dry them- 
selves, for what matches they had 
were wet.- They were foodless, and 
as the ship had gone down in deep 
water nothing came ashore but a little 
wood and some torn sails. Digging 
holes in the peat with their hands. 
they slept so, wet, cold, and hungry. 
with rags of canvas over them. 

The mate had cheered them wit!: 
the information that there was a pro- 
vision depot on the island for the use 
of shipwrecked sailora. But search 
failed to locate it. As a matter of 
fact, there are several provision 
depote established for castaways. and 
several lifeboata, placed in the Aurs- 
lands; butthey afe on the main island 
And that is six miles from Disappoint- 
ment. What the early days of the 
exile were like is best shown from a 
diary kept by Maclaughilin. 

“We think we shall die if the win- 
ter is severe.”” (They landed just be- 
fore the Antipodean winter.) “Our 
food still consists of young molly- 
hawke and cold water. We shall freeze 
to death if we live in our canva 
camp during the winter. We ar 
talking about digging a hole in the 
ground, which is very soft and damp. 
So far we have not found asbit of 
wood big enough to make # shovel.” 

But they found a piece of wreckage 
at last with- which they could dig a 
hole, and so made a “house” ond 
thatched it with crass. 

Their First Fire. 

Until a surprising discovery was 
made of eleven wax vestas aud ‘ait 
a-box of wet safety matches the birda 
were eaten raw. Afterwards they. 
were toasted on a stick, but were 
always burned outside, and raw in. 
and rere unpalatable, until a few 

d 


birds fwere accidentally left in some 
smouldering turf. They were found to 
be greatly improved in flavor. The 
castaways discovered also that the 
tuberous root of an island plant was 
pleasant to eat, and su gradully im- 
proved their dietary. On another oc- 
easion one of the party found the 
seals, which abounded on the beach, 
could be killed with a blow on ‘the 
nose. 

In July—rsaid-winter — there—they 
made an heroic attempt to escape to 
the chief island. They made a selec- 
tion of the larger branches of a shrub. 
which grew on the island and shaped 
them into a rough hemispherical 
framework. It was tedious work, for 
the wood was hard and gnarled, and 
the. carpenter and © sailmaker. were 
drowned at the wreck. Then, with a 
needle made of a mollyhawk’s bone, 
and a piece of wire, they sewed some 
of their clothes-and canvas bedding 
on the framework, That boat actually 
‘got, safely over; but the provision 
depot could not be found. 

In September another boat 
made. But that got smashed before 
it was launched. A third was cun- 
structed, and in that ridiculous craly 
of twigs and rags, propelled by ours 
which were merely forked sticks with 
bits of canvas stretched on the ends, 
four men crossed six miles of sea. 
But a sudden squall upset it at the 
landing place, nearly drowning one of 
the daring screw, and dousing a 
smouldering sod which they carried to 
maken fire on arrival. 

Lut the brave fellows were reward- 
ed, for after 2 fifteen mile hunt ther

found the provisior cache, and a fine 
boat stowed there. «A week later—for 
the weather was bad--they returned 
and the castaways, alter a stay of 
eight months on Disappointment, ini- 
grated t0 the larger island. They had 
not been there long, before the New 
Zealand Government expedition on 
fhe Hinemoa arrived, surveying, and 
rescued them.

Mr. Bole’e Motion For a Com- 
mittee of En 2 


Aim te Reduce the Cost—Iniand Reve- 
nue Department to Consider Quee- 
tien — Mr.. Lemieux Censured In 
Regard to Postal ‘Changes—What 
New Arrangement Has Accompitsh- 
ed—Some Immigration Figures. 


Ottawa, Feb. 27.—The order paper 
was cleared of several payes of ques- 
tions at yesterday's sitting of the 
Commons, most of them relating to 
land transactions in the west and 
contracts in the east. 

There was also a talk on alcohol 
precipitated by Mr. Bole of Winnipeg, 
president of the drug trust, who mov- 

for 2 commission to look into the 
uestionr - pengreg ead alcohol for 
manufacture of drugs. Incident- 
ally, the subject of pure-alcohol for 
industrial purposes was introduc- 
ed into the debate, and the Minister 
of Inland Revenue made the state- 
ment that until Canadian farmers can 
Produce potatoes for eight to ten 
cents a bushel, they esnnot expect to 
get pure alcohol for 20 cents a gallon. 

Mr. Miller of South Griy renewed 
his plea of last sessien in favor of 
the cheapening of demtured alcdho}, 
and advocated the establidshinent of a 
denaturing plant in Teronto. 

Mr. Robitaille conteaded that the 
present protection on alcohol amount- 
ed to about 10 par cint. Owing to 
the high price of grain alcohol, methy- 
lated spirits was beirg. used, unfor- 
tunately, in the prepatation of drugs 
and essences: 

The Minister of Inland Revenue 
gaid the motion called for Practically 
alcohol for pharmaceutca} and medi. 
cinal purposes. This vasan entirely 
distinct proposition {rem that of de- 
natured alcohol. The real difficulty 
in regard to the former was that after 
the medicinal preparations were put 
up from alcohol, they went out into 
general use beyond the jurisdiction of 
the department.

t - It was Imposs: to permit 
the several thousand dmggists fn 
Canada to use alooho! free in the 
preparation of their productions. 
Certainly, Mr. Templenan declared, 
the Government could ret consent to 
the appointment of a ctmmission. 

Mr. Perley congratulated the Minis 
ter upon resisting the demand of his 
followers, from Winnipeg, for pare 
alcohol for patent medicine purposes. 
Some of these men, so strong on alco- 
hol that they were need by some peo- 
ple in Meu of spirita, for drinking. 
The queation of denatured alcohol for 
industrial and other uses, wag so im- 
portant, he fegretted it had been mix- 
ed up with the subject of the resolno- 
tion. It was important that the farm.

British Troops Engaged In Punitive 
Expedition Against Tribesmen. 

London, Feb. 28—Lord Kitchener's 
little frontier war in the Bazar. Val- 
ley against the Zakkakhels tribesmen 
is making rapid and* successful pro- 
freas. 

The purpose of the expedition is to 
punish the tribesrnen for numerous 
raids into Indian territory, and in a 
remarkably short campaign they have 
m scattered and broken, their forts 
have been destroyed and many of 
them have been killed. 

The expedition is thought here to 
reflect credit upon the reorganization 
of the Indian army as carried out by 
Lord Kitchener. Tommy Atkina is 
profiting by the lessons learned from 
‘he Russo-Japanese war and he is 
being taught ta follow the tactics 
used by User Aimeriean army in its 
Indian campaigns and in fighting in 
the Philippines.” 

The British troops advanced on the 
enemy in open order, with wide in- 
tervals between them. The men took 
advantage of all available cover, 

This tnethod of procedure surprised 
and disheartened the natives, who 
were accustomed for their sniping tac- 
tics to the targets made by the more 
or less compact column formation em- 
ployed by previous expeditions. 





LAWLESSNESS 1N MONTREAL. 
Canadian Senate Discusses Recent

Two Bombs Hurled ,From Roof 
Killed Three Outriders. 





Royal Motor Car Had Been Sent Ahead as 


a Decoy— 


Persian Ruler Was Following in Closed Carriage 
and Escaped Assassins—Many Peoplié'Wound-. 


ed=—WNo Arrests Have Yet Been Made. 





Teheran, Persia, Feb. 29.—An at- 
tempt was made in this city yester- 
day afternvon to assassinate the Shah 
of Persia by a bomb. His Majesty 
was not hurt. Three of the outriders 
who were accompanying him at the 
time were killed. 

The Shuh owes his escape to the 
precautions taken to protect him 
from just such un attempt as waa 
made. He was on his way to a near- 
by town, where he intended to pass 
a few days. The procession had left 
the palace and was traversing a nar- 
row street, when two bombs were hur!- 
ed at it from the roof of a house. One 
exploded in the air, but the other 
struck the ground near the Shah’s 
automobile. This missile killed the 
three outriders, wounding the chauf- 
feur and a score of bystanders and 
shattered the vehicle. : 

The Shah, however, was not in his 
automobile, having taken the precau- 
tion to gend the motor car on ahead 
and ride himself in a carriage further 
in the rear of the-procession. The 
motor car waa a closed one, and it 
was thought that the sovereign was 
inside. 

As soou as the Shah heard the ex- 
plosions he alighted hurriedly from 
his carringe and entered a neighbor- 
ing house. Here he remained quiet- 
ly while his attendants sent word for 
a detachment of troops.

Preai- 
dent Alcorta announéed-at the time 
that the Government was prepared 
promptly to suppress any subversive 
or violent movement on the part of 
the Opposition, and on Jan. 27 large 
forces of police prevented the Sena- 
tors and Deputies from attempting 
to take possession of the Parljamen- 
tary halls. It was stated at the time 
that the decree of President Aleorta 
was approved by a majority of the 
people.

The best opinion in the lobby, how- 
ever, favored the view that Mr. As- 
quith is asking much more than he 
hopes to obtain, and that the bill 
would pass in greatly amended form. 








Monk a Murderer, 

Verkhoturye, Perm, Russia, Feb, 29. 
--The Circuit Court of this town yes- 
terday meted out partial justice to a 
monk of the Greek Church named 
Feodotoff, whose criminal and iniquit- 
ous life was revealed last fall, by sen- 
fencing him to penal servitude for 
15 years. 

Feodotoff came to Verkhoturye from 
another province about two years 
ago, and set up a shrine ipa neighbor- 
ing forest, where he lived as a her- 
mit. He so6n attained a great repu- 
tation for marvellous cures, and his 
little chapel in the solitude of the 
woods became the objective for pil- 
grimnages from all parts of the pro- 
vince of Perm. The monk enjoyed 
a, great reputation for sanctity but 
when the revelations catne it war 
learned that his holy ways and words 
were nothing but a cloak for robbery, 
murder and debauchery of every kind. 
The repeated disappearance of [female 
pilgrims who visited the monk's cha- 
pel finally attracted the attention of 
the authorities, and resulted in a 
careful investigation. This disclosed 
the bodies of no less than 20 victiyys 
whom Feodotoff had murdered and 
then buried in the cellar of his house.

Montreal, Feb. 29.—Following the

He was finally disarmed 
and taken to jail at Sorel.
